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Canberra, Fishwick - Ist April 
1995 (Reuters) Agents of the new 
federal department Bureau of Ass, 
Tiger and Felines, (BATF) acting 
on information from illegal phone 
tapping, today arrested and 
charged thirteen right-wing, feline 
fanatics in a surprise dawn raid 
on an illegal cat house in a 
normally peaceful, inner suburb 
of Canberra. The surprise | 
attack, the first authorised since

“Save Our Asses’, now mainly concerned

Crime Authority, 59 officers 
from the Law Enforcement 
Bureau, 64 officers from the 
Protective Services, and 77 
officers from the new BATF 
(Bureau of Ass, Tiger and Felines), 
descended on the quiet residence. 
Merril ‘Tex’ Gayboy, director, reported 
in the special press conference convened 
after the raid that, “While no actual illegal 
cats were found at the premises, we did 
confiscate almost 500 grams of kitty litter 
and two ‘cuddly kitzies’, rubber toys, for 





Also present, were Msss Cleva 
Gormless and Mr Chuck Goodonyer, 
co-directors of the Save Our Asses 
(SOA), the national organisation which 
had campaigned ardently for the new bill 
on cat control legislation. Msss Gormless 
pointed out that the federal legislation was 


needed, because individual _ states, 
primarily in rural areas, had been 
unpublicly spirited in facing up to the 
National Cat crisis, and had been “derelict 
in their duty’ to the citizens of other states, 
in enacting and enforcing effective laws 
to curb cat movements across their state 
lines. The new anti-mail-order laws 


favoured breeding grounds 
adjacent to the capital.” 





“Due to unforseen circumstances, that 
situation was solved in the early nineties” 
Mr Goodonyer said, “and our native-born 
asses population was not only maintained, 
but has increased, so the movement turned 
to the problem of the international status 
of the tiger, a subject close to the thinking 
of every left-thinking Australian. 

“Tt was our feeling, that the shooting 
lobby caused the problem by closing 
down the shooting season of legal tiger 
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hunting in India. This has contributed to 
the severe decline in tigers through lack of 
interest, anti-poaching patrols, and 
funding. This was wrong, regardless of 
the facts presented by so called scientific 
studies” Mr Goodonyer continued.

“We therefore launched a campaign to 
remove the tiger from the Australian 
consciousness, working on the theory that 
the less said about the animal, the better, 
and the problem would go away.” 

“I must say, we were very successful in 
our campaign,” Msss Gormless said, “We 
persuaded the politicians to introduce 
legislation that prevented barber shops 
from using Lucky Tiger Shampoo, 
chemists from selling Tiger Balm, petrol 
companies from advising their customers 
to put a tiger in their tank, and the 
breweries from selling Tiger Beer. The 
Darwin University was persuaded not to 
have a tiger as their mascot, and the 
Brisbane Tigers were first of all changed 
to the ‘Pussy Cats’, but when the true 
nature of the evils of catdom became fully 
known, and student demonstrations were 
organised, the name was finally changed 
to the ‘Brisbane Pussyfoots’.

When questioned as to the results of the 
tiger campaign, Mr Goodonyer pointed 
out, that it had been ‘hugely successful’ as 
the Australian public had completely 
forgotten about the tiger. On further 
questioning, Mr Goodonyer admitted that 
the problem “...had indeed gone away too, 
because there were no longer any tigers 
left to be concerned about.” 


“Tt was then, that we realised that our 
energies should be harnessed to attack the 
biggest problem of all - the exploding cat 
population in Australia,” Msss Gormless 
stated. 


MILITIA AGAINST MOGGIES 


“For years, we believed that the 
blood-thirsty hunter was behind the 
decline in wildlife, but further studies, 
inaugurated and monitored after the ban 
of hunting in 1994, convinced us that the 
real culprits were domestic cats,” Mr 
Goodonyer said. 


“This was our finest hour, I might say, 
our finest hour,” Msss Gormless said, “for 
it was now that we were finally to muster 
our total effort, and convince the federal 
government that our problem was their 
opportunity.” 


“Yes, in no time at all, they saw the light, 
and organised another federal agency just 
to handle our all our left over ass and tiger 
problems, as well as the continuing battle 
against the misled, right-wing, feline 
fanatics who persist in harbouring outlaw 
cats.” 

“I’m pleased to report that there are now 
over 27,000 government _ statutes 
governing not only cat ownership, but 
transportation and sales transactions.” Mr 
Goodonyer produced a sheaf of paper two 
foot high on to the table. “The Bureau of 
Ass, Tiger and Felines has over 7,000 
agents divided between its eleven story 
building in Canberra, with seven regional 
offices, and 50 State Co-ordinating

(2) A person (also the first person) is not criminally responsible 
for doing an act or making an omission to resist actual and 
unlawful violence threatened to the first person, or to anyone in 
the first person’s presence, if the act or omission is reasonable.’ 
‘However, Subsection (1) and (2) do not justify or excuse the first 
person doing an act or making an omission - 

(a) that is intended or likely to cause anyone’s death or grievous 
bodily harm to anyone or..." 

Now that is all plain English, surely everyone can understand 
that! They have designed it that way to confuse the people who 
do speak and write English.

DID YOU REALLY MEAN TO DEFEND 
YOURSELF? 


It then goes on to involve conspiracy to do the foregoing, 
which is not relevant. This thickens the mess as, on the one hand, 
in Section 59, they are saying that a person is not responsible for 
an act or an omission but immediately becomes responsible if 
the act or omission is intended or likely to cause anyone death 
or grievous bodily harm to anyone. This means that if a 
grandmother like the 78 year old Mrs Clara Bellert, instead of 
being bashed to death herself, had resisted and had bashed her 
attackers round the ear with a rolling pin, she would have 
intended to or likely to cause anyone death or grievous bodily 
harm, to her attackers and that would have meant that had she 
lived, she would have been charged, and would have had to 





answer to the Law in Court. Now it would be the same if there 
‘was a gun, or even if the person defending themself was a karate 
expert, if the intention to defend oneself involves intending to 
cause grievous bodily harm, then that’s it, your gone! The hero 
that shot Matthew Easedale would have been charged, and under 
this change, Mr Casterina would have been convicted, 


«.WELL, DO IT TWICE TO GET A TRIAL 
BY JURY 

Fortunately, the jury saw the justice in Mr Casterina’s case. 
The Police Minister, Mr Braddy, has answered criticism of this 
section by saying that it would be up to the jury to decide on the 
definition of the word reasonable, not the person on the'spot, or 
the policeman, or the security guard who has to decide instantly. 
But our devious Dean Welles, the dealer in magic and spells, has 
made another change to the Criminal Code which only allows 
the use of a trial by jury in cases where the defendants are due 
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for a penalty of a minimum of seven years. This is in Section 
305, which defines what charges are decided summarily (by a 
Magistrate). Quote; indictable offences that may be decided 
summarily. 
305.(1) This section applies if a person appears before a 
Magistrates Court charged with: 
(a) an indictable offence punishable on conviction or indictment 
by not more than 7 years imprisonment, or...

instance, right to life and liberty, while denying that we could 
have a right to defend our lives and liberties. Yet a right is 
something one may require others to respect. If we possess rights 
to life and liberty, as most pacifists believe, we may require that 
others respect our rights. Sometimes, the only way to 
accomplish this is to resist others forcibly, and even lethally. 
When force, even lethal force is necessary, to defend basic rights, 
the use of such force has to be permissible or all rights are 
meaningless. Dean Welles and his cronies are smart enough to 
be aware of this, but wish to enchant the populace at large with 
their spell of peace and pacifism. 


MAKE THE PENALTY A DETERRENT 

The man who shot Matthew Easedale deserves a medal, and all 
the monetary assistance we can give to him. After Easedale left 
his rights at the front gate and met a perfect death, house breaking 
dropped by 50% and house invasions stopped altogether for a 
month. Now unfortunately, they are rising again. Last week, I 
dialled 000 three times, it rang out each time! How many people 
can be murdered in that space of 10 to 15 minutes? How many 
79 year old Claras or Elizabeths or Marys can die in that time, 
whilst they are waiting for help? When it is your 
grandmother who has been beaten to death, when it 
is in your bedroom that a club-wielding maniac is 
screaming at 3 o'clock in the morning, at -that 
moment of time you will think that it is a brilliant 
idea to arm old people with pistols and have State 
subsidised training with firearms. Even if you do 
not have one, and have not done the course, it would 
give you some comfort as you are screaming for help 
from your more fortunate neighbour. 


RING 000 AND DIE WAITING 

The State cannot, and will not protect you, you 
will die, becoming one of the Minister of Police’s 
‘missing’ statistics (when insurance companies’ 
Statistics are compared with police statistics, there is 
quite a substantial anomaly!). The State is there to 
punish the offenders if they catch them, but of course 
they have a dismal record in that field. In the 
meantime, you are dead and buried - you, or your

LIVING IN A SELF-MADE PRISON 

Elderly people sit alone, frightened of a door 
knock in their own homes. They are forced to put bars on the 
windows, and turn their homes into their personal prisons. What 
sort of society is it that cannot protect its own people? It’s a 
society whose Parliament does not prosecute law-breakers, they 
persecute law abiding individuals for defending their right to life. 

This is a perversion of law, a perversion of natural law, a 
perversion of Biblical law, a perversion of Common Law and a 
perversion of 1,000 years of statute law. Using the force of law 
to restrain resistance to a wrong-doing (defending ones life 
whilst under attack) - is it a reasonable law, when the citizen is 
under attack from the wrong-doer, and under attack from the 
law? 

The logical extension of the vagueness of our new criminal 
code on self defence, is that from now on, nothing of ours, our 
lives, possessions, labour, body or our guns, are nothing more 
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than a lump of clay to be moulded at will by the do-gooders and 
the state social engineers. 


RIGHT TO LIFE 


To sum it up, we can assert that all humans have a right to life. 
This right is a natural right of man. Man does not exist for the 
purpose of sacrificing his life for a social 
engineering concept of pacifism.

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THE GUN SHOW SAGA 


The good inspector who is playing the part of Himmler in the 
Queensland Police/Gilbert and Sullivan farce, signed the 
approval to run an Arms Fair on the 2nd of June. We received 
it on the 9th of June, which was a little late for the show that was 
planned to happen on the 
12th, 13th, and 14th of June. 
It was of no account anyway, 
as the good inspector has 
approved an Arms Fair with 
no guns, not a show at all.

oO: the 4th August 1914, Germany had invaded neutral Belgium, and 
Great Britain was finally forced to declare war on Germany. The world 
was splitting into two military camps, Australia had to declare war on 
Germany or run the risk of eventually being swallowed up by one of the 
other belligerents, Australia was dependent for its defence on the British 
Navy, then the most powerful in the world. If Britain had lost the coming 
war, Australia would have been powerless to defend itself. The only country 
powerful enough at that time to go it alone, and not get involved in either 
side, was the United States, 

Australia declared war on Germany the following day (5th August) and 

offered to send 20,000 soldiers to assist England. Britain gratefully accepted 
the offer, and General Bridges was given the job to raise the Ist Australian 
Imperial Force for overseas service. Bridges was outstanding in his 
endeavours, as the task of recruiting, arming, 
officering, training, and clothing of his force 
was completed by 21st September, less then 
seven weeks, The force began assembling at 
Albany, Western Australia by late October, 
and on the 1st November, after the inclusion of] 
the ships carrying the New Zealand brigade’ 
was completed, the first ship of a convoy of| 
thirty-six transports, protected by three 
cruisers, began to steam out of the harbour. 
Who would return, who would win the glory 
or win a death in a far field? Which of these fit 
young men would return to be invalids for the 
rest of their lives? Why did it happen? 

Tt was anticipated that the AIF would see, 
service on the Western Front, but in those days, 
the troops would always be the very last to 
know (for security reasons). It was always a 
joke in the British Army that if you get issued 
tropical clothes and equipment, be prepared for| 
a posting to Norway or Iceland. When the| 
convoy was in the Indian Ocean, the men were 
told that they would be disembarking in Egypt. 








AUSTRALIA’S LIFELINE 


To-days modern concept of Australians. 
being sent off overseas to fight the First World 
War, a war that was of no concern to the 
country, just for the misguided cause of King 
and the Old Country, sounds fine to our misguided republicans, but in actual 
fact, the main reason why this force of brave volunteers was dispatched 
overseas, was to contribute to the protection of the Suez Canal and secure 
the Middle East. At this time, 1914, there was no air transport, 95% of 
Australia’s trade, and just about every commodity that it depended on, came 
through the Suez Canal, to and from Europe. The Middle East was very 
important to Australia, and the Suez Canal was its lifeline. Turkey had 
declared war on the side of the Germans in late October just prior to the 
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ANZAC fleet ne Australia and the British Admiralty were expecting 
Turkey to do this, and to be prepared, the plans organised for securing the 
Middle East were put into motion immediately. 


THE SUMMER HOLIDAY 


On arrival in Egypt, these troops, along with the New Zealanders, were 
formed into the Australia New Zealand Army Corps (ANZAC) under the 
command of General Sir William Birdwood, who was an excellent soldier 
and a great leader of the fighting man. At this time, his value was an 
unknown factor to the troops, his metal was only appreciated as the 
forthcoming hardships unfolded on to them. 


DEADLOCK 


The war in Europe had reached a rock hard stalemate from the 
Polish-Russian frontier, through Belgium and France to the borders of Italy, 
Yugoslavia, which was called Serbia, then to Romania and Bulgaria and 
back to the Russian border again, Europe was ringed with an impenetrable 
system of trenches, no-mans land, and 
barbed wire. The original British 
Expeditionary Force of 100,000 (the Old 
Contemptables) was almost annihilated in 
the fighting of Autumn and Winter 1914, but 
the lines were held. Lord Kitchener’s new 
army was still being prepared for service, 
and death, on the Somme. The French and 
Germans were busy preparing armies of 
millions to maul each other into extinction 
at Verdun, Tacticians on both sides had 
leamed that defence was supreme and that 
to attack, equipped only with a magazine 
rifle against machine guns, was to expect 
defeat, This was not going to be over by 
Christmas, it was going to be a long, 
protracted mincing of the world’s younger 
generations. 


LIFESAVING 
SOLUTIONS 


British-inspired solutions to the deadlock 
crystallised into two main groups, one 
tactical, and the other strategical. The first 
was to unlock the trench barrier by 
producing a machine that was invulnerable 
to machine guns and capable of crossing 
trenches, and this would restore the tactical 
balance, upset by the new preponderance of 
defensive over offensive. The idea of a 

machine for this definite purpose was conceived by Colonel Swinton in 
October 1914, nourished and tended in infancy by Mr Winston Churchill, 
then First Lord of the Admiralty, and then ultimately, after many months of 
experiment hampered by official opposition, came to maturity in 1916. 


THE AIM - VALUE FOR MONEY 


Operations on the Westem front were a gamble of pounds to win pence, 
whereas in the Eastern front, pence were to be wagered in the none too 
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sanguine hope of winning pounds. 









‘The strategical solution was to go round the trench barrier to a country that 
‘was without the ring of steel, and open a new front that would draw German 
munitions and men overland, away from the defence of Germany. This in 
turn, would foit the 
advantage that Britain heldin ff 
sea power, which had hitherto 
been neglected. Winston 
Churchill contributed to this 
so called ‘Eastern’ school 
with his fertile sense of 
history, and his insight into 
the weakness of the enemy. 
This turned into the 
Dardanelles Expedition, over 
which criticism has raged so 
hotly for the last eighty years 
by critics, but this can be 
vindicated by the verdict of 
General Von Falkenhayn, 
Chief of the German General 
Staff himself. “If the straits 
between the Mediterranean 
and the Black Sea were not 
permanently closed to entente 
(allied) traffic, all hopes of 
the successful course of the 
war would be very 
considerably diminished. 
Russia would have been freed 
from her significantisolation.... which offered safer guarantee than military 

that sooner or later a crippling of this titan must take place... 


PIECEMEAL 


Ifthe commanders on the scene had used at the outset, even a fair proportion 
of the forces they ultimately expended in driblets, it is clear from Turkish 
accounts that victory would have crowned their undertaking, and the war 
would have finished two years earlier than it did. 

The reluctance which caused this piecemeal application of force, and 
dissipation of opportunity, lay in the opposition by the French general staff, 
namely Joffe, who remained confident of his power to achieve an early and 
decisive victory in France. 

On the 2nd of January 1915, Churchill and Lloyd George wrote to Sir 
John French, who was in charge of the British Expeditionary Force in France, 
and said, “The German lines in France may be looked upon as a fortress 
that cannot be carried by assault, and also that cannot be completely invested, 
with the result that the lines may be held by an investing force while 
operations proceed elsewhere. 


SEA TRAVEL QUICKER THAN OVERLAND 


After the war, the Germans pointed out in their staff calculations, that it 
was far easier for the Allies to move troops by sea to the Balkans than for 


Fifteen inch headaches on the receiving end of this volley 





| them to move troops by rail! The tacts show that troop shipments from 


France to Salonika averaged a week, and from England, about twelve days, 
whereas the Germans took nine days to move an army corps, even from the 
French to the Russian frontier. To move any considerable force to the 
Balkans would have taken over 
a month. 

The plan was first put to paper 
by the Secretary of the War 
Council, Lieut-Colonel Maurice 
| Hankey, who emphasised the 

deadlock in France and the need 
of mechanical armoured devices 
to force the wire and trenches, 
thén suggested that Germany 
could be hurt most easily 
through her allies, especially 
‘Turkey. He advocated the naval 
breech of the Narrows, or 
Dardanelles, and the capture of 
Constantinople. Turkey’s two 
) munitions factories lay on the 
shore close to Constantinople, 
and could be open to easy 
destruction by any warship 
which penetrated this far. This, 
he said, would — open 
communication with Russia, 
bring down the price of wheat, 
release 350,000 tons of shipping, 
and having knocked Turkey out 
of the war, secured the safety of the Suez Canal. This ended up as a decision 
by the war council on January the 13th, 1915, ... “To prepare for a naval 
expedition in February, to bombard and take Gallipoli Peninsula, with 
Constantinople as its objective.” 


THE NAVAL ASSAULT 


‘The suggestion that ships were to conquer land mass, shows that they did 
not give the plan too much heavy thought. “We had available, a number of 
old battleships and some cruisers due to be scrapped anyhow. They were to 
be used to overcome 150 somewhat outdated heavy Turkish guns, but we 
didnot at this time, give much thought to a means of dealing with minefields, 
searchlights, and howitzer batteries, especially when we would have to 
‘operate against a 2 to 3 knot current gushing out of the Dardanelles”, War 
cabinet papers. 

The fleet under Vice-Admiral Carden’s command was, 

1st Division - Battleships: Inflexible (flagship); Agamemnon; Queen 
Elizabeth. Cruisers; Blenheim; Dublin; Amethyst; Sapphire; Dartmouth. 
2nd Division - Battleships: Vengeance; Cornwallis; Triumph; Irresistible; 
Albion. 3rd Division ~ French Battleships: Bouvet; Suffren; Gaulois; 
Massena; Charlemagne. Yet to arrive on the scene -Swiftsure; Prince 
George; Canopus; Majestic; Lord Nelson and others. Hospital ships - 
London and Canada, aircraft carrier - Ark Royal, plus 15 destroyers, four 
French destroyers, four submarines and the Russian Cruiser, Askold, fondly 
kmown as the ‘packet of Woodbines’, (the gunnery officers were pleased if 
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they hit the shore, never mind specific targets), plus coal ships and troop 
ships with marines, 


‘The first operation order from the Admiralty was sent to the Inflexible on 


20th February 1915: 
The reduction of the forts at entrance to Dardanelles will be continued on 
February 21st. 

Then there were seven phases: 
I. Reduction of defences at entrance to straits in Bashika Bay, and on north 
coast of Gallipoli. _ 
2. Sweeping minefields at entrance and 
reducing defences up to, and not further than, 
the Narrows. 

3. Reduction of forts at the Narrows. 

4, Sweeping of principal minefields. 

5. Silencing of forts above the Narrows. 

6. Passage of fleet through Dardanelles. 

7. Operations in Sea of Marmara and 
establishing patrol in Dardanelles. 


A CALM TESTIMONY 


Notes from diary of H.M. Denham, from his 
book ‘Dardenelles’. 

Thursday February 25th. A beautiful day, 
very clear and an eventful day for me, one 
which I shall not forget. We all steamed up 
to the coast in line ahead, and there we took 
up our appointed billets for the 
bombardment. Agamemnon came to single 
anchor at about 10 being 10,000 yards from. 
No 1 Fort and at 10.15, Queen Elizabeth 
opened fire on No 3 Fort. Gaulois opened fire 
on No 6 Fort and after half an hour, I record 
that at 10.36, Fort fired 100 yards short. At 
10.38 Fort fired and hit us amidships on main 
derrick-head, passing through the funnel and 
killed three men - Leading Seaman Small and 
Ordinary Seaman Mason and PO 
Worthington, and wounding very badly, 
Yeoman Bishop, Gunner White, etc., nine 
altogether. 


GET OUTSIDE AND PAINT THE SHIP. 
BUT IT’S RAINING SHELLS OUT HERE!! 


Meanwhile, as our after turret was not closed up (only the starboard 
‘nine-twos’ being fired) I was strolling round recording the enemy shots 
falling. The Commander was trying to get the disengaged side of the ship 
painted but the men were not very willing and I cannot really blame them. 
(Dangling from a plank on a rope ‘painting’ the side of a battleship as she is 
under enemy. fire would give a feeling of being over-exposed, especially 
whilst your comrades might be standing behind 14 inches of armour plate.) 
Seeing shells falling all around us, the flagship signalled us to weigh (anchor 
and move). 

At this moment, we had everyone below deck, but now we had to get up 
the cable workers, and so I thought I would go up and see the anchor weighed, 
however, no sooner had [ got to the fore screen-door, than a large shell landed 
inthe oilskin locker and burst right over me, sending lumps of iron splinters 
all over the shop. I saw red for about two seconds, and got a bit of a blast 
which knocked down most of the men behind me, wounding many, whom 
T could hear groaning a few seconds later. 

Lumps of stuff were falling all round me, but only one small bit hit me on 
the hand, only just penetrating the skin, it made me dash for the mess deck 
to get under cover. (His ship was hit five more times in the next few 
minutes). 

At 10.45 we broke away and steamed out of range, but they still went on 
firing at us, very close each time, but never hitting again, for we were soon 
beyond their range. We had been firing one gun per minute with our 
starboard battery. Because of the combined action of all the other 
battleships, the Turkish outer forts received direct hits or were damaged, so 

































that they could not be used. 


A DESIGN FAULT 


We found there was no safe place under deck as their shells come down 
half vertically, owing to their high elevation and extreme range. Thus, a well 
pitched shell can easily penetrate into any magazine, as it has only a2 inch 
protected deck plus one other deck to go through. 


TOUGH STUFF 


‘When Yeoman Bishop was hit by a large 
splinter from the first shell, he was reading 
a signal, and continued to shout it out to 
the Captain though his leg had been almost 
shot off. At the same time, another splinter 
went into the stomach of PO Worthington, 
wounding him very severely. When the 
stretcher party came up, Bishop refused to 
be touched until Worthington was taken 
down below. When he did get taken down 
below, he was most cheery all the time, 
and even smoked a cigarette just after his 
leg had been amputated. 

It is generally believed that there were 
German gunners at No 1 Fort as they fired 
so well, and stuck to their guns under 
heavy fire, until they were knocked out by 
us. 


DEMOLITION DERBY 


On the following days, the weather was 
not good, and the Ark Royal’s spotting 
planes could not operate, and with only 
sporadic shelling, parties of marines were 
landed with demolition charges to finish 
the forts. Some were successful, some 
were disastrous, 


Thursday, March 4th, As soon as our 
cutters had reached the shore, they had 
fierce musketry fire opened on them by snipers concealed in the ruins; they 
also fired on our boats with Nordenfeldt guns. Luckily no one was hit before 
landing, but as soon as they mustered on top of the pier, they had to lie flat; 
some of them were wounded, and they had to make a dash to get clear of the 
pier and behind cover. We were watching all this through our glasses and 
could see our poor devils getting a rotten time from these snipers who could 
not be seen. Our marines were trying to support the Lord Nelson demolition 
party to demolish Fort no 4, as there was still one big gun mounted there 
‘which was jammed on one bearing... 

At 3.30, heard firing on the ridge to left of windmills, which was our 
soldiers engaging enemy troops entrenched behind wire entanglements, 
which we could see. Soldiers and demolition parties were now retreating 
along the beach taking cover where possible, and I could see many of them 
fall and then try and raise themselves and move on, being helped by others. 
Thus they went on in small groups retiring along the beach, having to lie flat 
and then run hard, and then duck again. I could see the bullets splashing in 
the water by the shore. 


EARLY FIASCOS 


At 4.47, turret P2 opened fire on the same howitzer as before, and on more 
houses and buildings, and kept heavy fire on the top of cliff so as to enable 
our men to retreat unmolested as much as possible. We watched them 
through the telescope, the whole time retiring along the beach. Signal from 
‘Rear Admiral, “Intend sending in boats to rescue wounded officers and men 
at the base of Fort 4. Shall carry on operations after dark.” We carried on 
firing our 12 pounders at the cliff after dark, until 7pm, and then were ordered 
to cease firing and wait for our boats to return. Meanwhile, our wounded 
were being brought back from the pier at Kum Kale all afternoon, they got 
a hot reception there too, 


Our soldiers had had to leave their Maxims on the pier, so volunteers had 
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to rescue them. All out 2nd cutter crew volunteered, but of the Ist cutter 
crew, only Leading Seaman Squires volunteered and the crew had to be 
completed by Nelson’s. They went in and rescued the guns without being 
hurt, although they were under heavy fire at the time. Some of them 
landed, and had a whack with wounded soldier’s rifles that had been 
left behind. The destroyers eventually got up a volunteer crew to man 
acouple of whalers, which went in aided by search-lights, and rescued 
wounded from the beach. 

It was very unsuccessful day, only four Nordenfeldts destroyed, and 
it cost the lives of 19 men, 23 wounded and 3 missing of the soldiers 
alone, not including the casualties of Nelson's demolition party. At 
8pm, the cutters returned and were hoisted aboard, much to the 
satisfaction of the crews. Agamemnon and Inflexible proceeded to sea 
for the night. Army transports arrived in Port Mudros: Nizam, Suffolk, 
Heverna, Iowa and Magda. 


GOSH, THE GRAMOPHONE’S BEEN HIT 


On Sunday, 7th March, the Lord Nelson and the Agamemnon were} 
ordered to go right inside the straits and bombard Fort Chanak. They 
opened fire at 15,000 yards and the Turks returned very accurate fire, 
straddling them, and getting minor hits with their 11 inch guns. The 
splashes were so enormous, they went nearly as high as the foretops, it 
was only that they kept up a speed of 14 knots, and kept zig-zagging 
that they avoided serious holes in dangerous places like magazines and 
boilers. The worst hit, was from a 12 inch shell, which burst on striking 
the upper deck, wrecking the Agamemnon’s gunroom, and wrecking 
the gramophone player. They did succeed in putting Forts 13 and 19 
out of action. 


COLD FEET 


Midshipman Denman was on decoding duty on the Agamemnon on the 
10th March, when he decoded a signal from the Admiral of the Fleet to the 
Admiralty, 

“Mobile guns on the Asiatic (the Narrows divide Europe and Asia) shore 
can be silenced only by guns mounted on Gallipoli, and meanwhile, attack 
on Narrows is at a standstill. Their searchlights could not be put out by 
destroyers.” The reply, presumably from Churchill, 

“_.greater risks, to justify loss of ships and men, if success cannot be 
achieved without;- to overwhelm forts at Narrows at decisive range by 
greatest number of gurs.”” 

1 interpret the above to mean that the Admiral was getting cold feet, and 
Winston was telling him in no uncertain terms, to ‘pull your finger out’, if 
you don’t fix this your way, the naval way, then the military option would 
be even more expensive on ships and men. At this time, Admiral Carden 
fell sick, and was succeeded by his Second in Command, Admiral de 


Robeck. 
MANUAL MINE-SWEEPING 


‘The 10 lines of naval mines across the Narrows was an obstacle laid 8 
miles inside the Narrows. The Admiralty had supplied eight North Sea 
trawlers, capable of sweeping against the 3 knot current through the 
Narrows. The Turks would let the trawlers get well up the Straits, and then 
switch on one searchlight for a short time only, firing all the while, thus 
preventing the destroyer escort from getting a chance to hit the search light. 
Eventually, extra, more powerful mine sweeping vessels were sent, but not 
before each battleship had to supply one picket boat with grapnels for 
sweeping in a very manual sense, then detonating them with rifle fire. 


THE GRAND ASSAULT 


On Thursday, the 18th March, the fleet moved into the Narrows to carry 
out phases 3 & 4. Inflexible, Lord Nelson, Agamemnon, and Queen 
Elizabeth were to attack respectively at 14,000 yards, Forts 19, 20, 13, and 
17 which still had 51 operational guns of various calibres. When they 
showed signs of relaxing their fire, the battleships were to go in closer to 
3,000 yards, and destroy the remaining guns with direct fire. Meanwhile, 
the minesweepers were to clear a passage 9,000 yards wide. 

From Mr Denhams diary again: : 

At 11.12, the Narrows was in sight, and at 11,36, the Queen Elizabeth 





opened fire on no 19 Fort. We opened fire on no 13 with fore turret, range 
14,000 yards. Two minutes later, Lord Nelson and Inflexible opened fire on 
the Narrows with the fore turrets.... The big forts were not replying, but 
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concealed batteries at Kephez Point and all over the place were firing, for 
we could detect them. At 11.44 shots began falling between us and the 
Queen Elizabeth, and then all round us from howitzer batteries. We saw 
Queen Elizabeth hit abreast of B turret, and a big explosion near No 13 Fort, 
with large volumes of black and yellow smoke. A minute later, a salvo fell 
all round Lord Nelson, and then shots falling very near us, some close 
alongside, making the ship vibrate by water hammering, At 12.17, saw 
Inflexible hit on fore-bridge, and Lord Nelson getting awarm time. At 12,22, 
salvos of three or four shots 50 yards off our port beam continued to fall now 
all round us, probably from 8 inch howitzers, which we could not locate; 
they burst on striking the water very close, making the ship shake like blazes. 
I thought the after-turret was going by the board, for it lifted clean off its 
seating and shook everyone inside. More shots hit us, shell burst just outside 
‘our turret, saw all the flash inside and much noise, it must have been an 
explosive shell. At 1.06, shot hit the conning tower, others close, but we 
now cleared out of range, and as shots fell astern of us, they started to practise 
on Lord Nelson. 


THAT SINKING FEELING 


Meanwhile, the French battle squadron, which had steamed close towards 
the Narrows, was withdrawing at about 2 pm, when Bouvet suddenly heeled 
cover and quickly started to sink, she disappeared by the stern in about one 
and a half to two minutes. When she hit bottom, she remained stationary 
for a few seconds, and then she disappeared altogether. Gaulois and Suffren 
then came over at full speed to pick up survivors, also destroyers and some 
picket boats. They only picked up about 64, of which our boat got four. 
‘Bouvet had evidently had a shot in her magazine. Gaulois then appeared to 
have struck a mine, she soon cleared out and later ran herself aground on 
Rabbit Island in a sinking condition. 

‘At2.15, our 2nd division ships, Vengeance, Albion, Ocean and Irresistible, 
now closed in to about 10,000 yards, the big forts firing at them, Fort 19 
firing three or four big guns, no 13 firing two guns. At 2.30, shots fell 
between us and Queen Elizabeth, who was hit twice, we were replying all 
the time with our 9.2’s singly. At 3.05, explosion again seen in Fort 13. At 
3.30, big shots from Fort 19 were straddling Irresistible and soon after, 2nd 
Division was ordered to extend its distance from the enemy. 


DETERMINATION AND DESTRUCTION 


Mine-sweepers were now being fired on by shrapnel during their 
minesweeping, and half an hour later, the Lord Nelson reported mine to 
starboard, and all picket boats engaged it. 


At 4.10, Inflexible struck a mine damaging forward torpedo flat, drowning

41 men. Before this, she had a fire on her bridge and fore tops, killing several 
men and their gunnery lieutenant. At the beginning of the action she had 
lost her picket boats... 

At 4.15, Irresistible could now be seen to be hit by many shells and listed 
to starboard. We kept firing, one gun at a time, slowly, at Fort 13, aided by 
Queen Elizabeth, but the fort still fired two guns, and Irresistible continued 
to be under fire and seemed to be down by the stern. Destroyers now closed 
in to her and took off all except a volunteer crew of about 20, in order to get 
the hawser ready to take her in tow. I watched the proceedings through my 
glass, and could see shells landing on their quarterdeck, causing some 
casualties, also killing the boat lowerers, so that the cutters after-fall parted, 
throwing them into the sea. Shells pitching among the rescuers, but all 
destroyers and picket boat stuck to their job well under the heavy fire. At 
Spm, Ocean was ordered to take Irresistible intow. + 


THROW MINE OVERBOARD 


A picket boat now passed and shouted to Mr Gardner and myself, who had 
our heads out of the turret hatch, “Mine right ahead of you.” We passed the 
news through to the conning tower and we went ‘full astern’ - every one in 
the turret treated it as quite a joke. The water must have been thick with 
mines, for we could see a Turkish torpedo boat, a merchantman and two tugs 
a long way past the Narrows, and they must have been heaving mines 
overboard for all they were worth, and of course with a 2 to 3 knot current, 
they soon reached _ us. 
Battleships were drifting down 
with the tide

seemed to be replying only to 
Triumph and Ocean, which were} 
lying stopped, still within close} 
range.

THEY WITHDREW ON THE VERGE OF 
SUCCESS 


‘The fear of the unknown, prompted Admiral de Robeck’s decision to order 
a general retirement. Although the whole British fleet lost only sixty one 
casualties, the loss in material was large, for out of the eighteen allied 
battleships; three had been sunk, but a far worse loss was the nerve and 
imagination among the naval staff on the spot. Actually the enemy, the 
Turks, were suffering greater depression, and with good reason. More than 
half of their ammunition had been expended for all guns, and was not easily 
replaced, it had to be imported. Some obscure gun calibres had no 
ammunition at all. Six guns in all of their outer forts had been destroyed, 
and six of their larger guns had been tumed into scrap iron. They had also 
Tun out of naval mines and had no reserve to call on except imports. Many 
of the gun crew were completely demoralised, and the widespread opinion 
among the Turkish and German officers was that they had little hope of 
opposing a renewed attack. They knew that the Allies had many more 
battleships to continue the bombardment, and felt that surrender was the best 


option. 








REINFORCEMENTS 
Contrary to their expectations, the attack was never renewed. The

Admiralty signalled Admiral de Robeck and informed him that five more 
battleships were being sent out to replace his losses, and added that it was 
important not to let the forts be repaired. 

Admiral de Robeck changed his mind and signalled back to the Admiralty 
that in his opinion, the fleet could not get through without the help of the 
army, and that further efforts must be postponed until this was ready. 


BRILLIANT IDEA BUNGLED 


In London, Churchill was the only one still insisting that the naval option 
was the correct one but things had not happened quickly enough. The Czar 
of Russia had formally requested the British government to open another 
front in the Balkans. Kitchener, and the war cabinet, were pushing for 
results. When Churchill’s own Admiral de Robeck sent his opinion, 
Churchill had to bow to the weight of the so-called experts. This meant that 
the navy was to hand over the whole offensive burden to the army, and to 
stand back and watch whilst the army spent itself in vain assaults, unaided 
by any fresh naval attacks. 


TURKISH DELIGHT 


The glow of opportunity was still present at the time, and to be sure, there 
is no way of knowing what might have happened if what did happen, had 
not-happened. Turkish lethargy was almost as boundless as British folly. 
‘Not until the end of February did the Turks post more than one division on 
the Gallipoli Peninsula, and not

onstantinople when the fleet 
\Jattacked, and it would have meant 
the end of the war for Turkey, as 
onstantinople was the only place 
in Turkey capable of munitions 
anufacture, The Turkish staff, 
T the war, admitted ‘that up until 
25th of February, it would have 
been possible to effect a landing 
successfully at any point on the 
Gallipoli Peninsula, and the 
capture of the straits by land troops would have been comparatively easy ’. 
As it was, the allies had missed the time for their land option, and had not 
got the conviction to push the naval option. The shining hope was quickly 
getting away from them. 


ARE WE INDEFENSIBLE? 


Can we not draw a parallel today with Australia’s position. We have the 
young men with the spirit of adventure such as the foregoing Midshipman 
Denham, but we also have the bumbling, gin-swilling professional 
bureaucrats who wish to leave every decision to someone else, and worse, 
Australia today has the Turks apathetic attitude of ‘its too hard’; ‘were 
indefensible’ and our politicians, just like theirs, have their bags packed and 
ready torun. The British folly of not having one more crack at the Narrows, 
and the German advisers who organised the Turkish defences and made the 
most of the British delays, saved Turkey from this early defeat. Can 
Australia, who has suffered grotesque mismanagement of its defences over 
the last thirty years, expect and depend on an organised ally and redemption 
due to enemy’s stupidity, it would hardly happen twice in one century.

BIG BANKS MAKE THE FIRST MOVE TO 
KILL THE SMALL BANKS 

One third of America’s working population were unemployed and 
millions of families were in desperate straits. In the five months before 
his inauguration after his election, Franklin Roosevelt kept a cheerful 
countenance, One of his brains trust assistants, Rex Tugwell, said, 
“There was a kind of national melancholia in the air, like swamp gas. 
You could not identify the enemy, so you blamed the conditions.” It 
had started in 1929 with the great stock market crash, provoked by the 
JP Morgan group of banks withdrawing a third of the credit from 
circulation, forcing good people who had 
paid their loans up to the letter, to cither 
pay up within 48 hours or walk away 
from their business. This action had 
reverberated through the world’s 
economy and left a situation where over 
half the companies in the United States 
belonged to one of the three arms of the [J 
Rothschild banking house. Over 4,000 of 
the smaller banks had closed. The 
gigantic banking houses did not want 
competition, As JD Rockefeller once 
said, “Competition is sin”. 

On 21st February 1933, early on in the 
afternoon, Cleveland bankers telephoned 
the Federal Reserve Board reporting that 
they were under renewed pressure. The 
escalation of the panic was attributed to 
the sudden move by the bankers in New 
York- and Chicago, who had begun 
calling in loans made to corresponding 
banks in the mid-western states, 
Franklin Roosevelt, the man who was 
going to change it all for them, sailed 
away ona yachting holiday to the Florida 
Keys on Vincent Astor’s yacht, he was fF 
due to arrive in Miami on the 15th 
February, Anton Cermak, the Mayor of 
Chicago, who had opposed Franklin at 
every tum during the Democratic 
Convention and his election, had been 


told by Alderman Paddy Bauler, to ‘wave devi 
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Grandfather on the outside, but world control is 





the olive branch’. “I don’t like the sonofabitch,” Cermak proclaimed. 
“Listen,” Bauler argued, “for crissakes, you ‘aint got any money for the 
Chicago schoolteachers and this Roosevelt is the only one who can get 
it for you. You had better go over there and kiss his ass or whatever you 
got to do. Only you had better get the goddamn money for them 
teachers, or we ain’t goin’ to have a city that’s worth runnin”. 


CONSPIRACY 


Some media personalities like to write off historic theories as 
conspiracies, but politics and conspiracies are different words with the 
same meaning, one cannot exist without the other.

Mayor Cermak came up to wish him 
well. Thirty five feet away, a man 
jumped on a bench in the second row of 
the park band stand, and fired five shots 
with a .32 pistol. Cermak fell over, he 
was still alive when he gotto hospital but 
died a few weeks later. They said he had 
taken the bullet that was meant for 
Roosevelt, but did he? The Italian 
bricklayer, Joseph Zangara, said he 
wanted to destroy the system that had 
destroyed him, “The capitalist killed my 
life,” he said, but he went to the electric 
chair without much fuss and no-one 
thought at the time to investigate too 
thoroughly. This so called attempt on 
his life, ensured Franklin’s popularity. 
His display of calm and bravery, sealed 
his political future. He knew then, he 
would either have to resign, or he would 
die in the job, but no-one really knew if 
Zangara was trying to kill Roosevelt or 
Mayor Cermak.

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263 years was brought up to the bullet-proof, inaugural stand. In the 
wind-swept forty acres in front of the Capitol, 100,000 pairs of eyes 
focused on the ramp where Roosevelt appeared, advancing slowly on 
the arm of his eldest son, approaching the stand on his useless legs, 
braces supporting his six feet of height. It occurred to the radio 
broadcaster, Ed Hill, as it may have to many others, that if this man had

THE ROOSEVELT 
DICTATORSHIP 


The first time, was just minutes later when, 
in his inaugural address, he insulted the money changers while they 
watched from above (the puppet strings were not showing then). He 
stated, “Only a foolish optimist can deny the dark realities of the 
moment...... The unscrupulous money changers who stand indicted in 
the court of public opinion, and the false leadership, which have 
attempted to solve problems through extortion. They have no vision, 
and where there is no vision the people perish... In the event that 
Congress should fai] to take one of these two courses, and in the event 
that the national emergency is still critical, I shall not then evade the 
clear course of my duty that will then confront me. I shall ask the 
Congress for the one remaining instrument to meet the crisis - broad 
executive power to wage a war against the emergency as great as the 
power that would be given me if we were in fact invaded by a foreign 
foe...,. The people of the United States have asked for discipline and 
direction under leadership. They have made me the present instrument 
of my wishes.” 

‘What he was saying is, that if Congress did not pass his bills, he would 
operate without them. This is in direct opposition to the Constitution 
that he had just sworn to protect. He was not scared of operating as a 
dictator himself, and in all other things except name, that is just exactly 
what he was. Franklin made changes in his first 100 days of office that 
defied the Constitution of the United States and to date, 1995, they have 
not been rectified, only enlarged upon. 


BIG BANKS MAKE THE SECOND MOVE TO 
KILL THE SMALL BANKS. 


Franklin moved decisively. Now that he had full power, he boldly 
declared a nationwide banking holiday, March 6th to 10th, 1933, so that 
he could re-open the banks on a sounder basis. This four day bank 
holiday, which stretched out to eight days, was not too surprising, as 
Governor Lehman (Lehman Brothers Banking House) had closed all 
the banks in New York. Only ten out of the forty eight states had banks 
that were still functioning.

had been closed indefinitely for weeks already. They had to plan their 
survival on the basis of what loose change was in their pockets, and in 
their children’s piggy banks.

we exchange, and even cigarette cards, all played a 
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vital part in survival for hundreds of thousands 
of people. In these days of a cashless society 
one can easily forget, but the greatest problem 
with money was small change. If you hada fifty 
dollar bill in your pocket you were as good as 
broke, because if you wanted to buy a soft drink, 
unless you were prepared to pay fifty dollars for 
a five cent drink, you didn’t get the drink. 


USELESS MONEY 


Shopkeepers would cruise the streets, looking 
for a newsboy who would be willing to sell 
change. The going rate was 80 cents fora dollar 
bill but the bigger the bill, the worse the 
exchange rate. 

When the Irish players were scheduled to 
perform in Chicago, people took sacks of 
potatoes in exchange for admission. Those who 
were still wage earners, could not afford to miss a single pay cheque by 
even a day, without acute distress. Yet raising the fare to get to and 
from their place of work, or school, was a continual family problem. 
Thousands began to suffer from hunger, cold and exposure. Some 
workers with uncashable pay cheques in their pockets fainted on the job 
due to lack of food. 


BANK DICTATORSHIP 


All this suffering and pain because the big banks wanted to prove that 
they were indispensable, and that their orders had to be carried out to 
the letter. The moneychangers that had-been harangued in Franklins 
inaugural speech, wanted the account reconciled for Franklin’s election 
victory. The message was clear, you can call us any name, but we can 
close the richest country in the world, bring it down to its knees, so that 
it has the lowest standard of living in the world, so low that most cannot 
live at all. They are the slaves, we are the masters, every so often we 
have to show our real power. Franklin most probably never doubted it, 
but the lesson was learned by the thousands of ex-business people who 
believed that they lived in a free country. 


GOVERNMENT SUBMITS TO BANKS 


On 9th March, Congress convened in a special session, and that period 
of machine gun legislation, known as the 100 days, began. Franklin 
sent the legislation over, and they rubber-stamped it. Franklin had a 
mandate for action, he had majority support in both Houses. When the 
Emergency Banking Act was introduced in the House on the first day 
of the session, Rules of Procedure were not followed, committees had 
not been named, the printed bill was not available. There was one copy, 
which was read by a clerk. Majority floor leader, Joseph W Byrn jnr., 
introduced the Bill, asking that the total time of debate be limited to 
forty minutes. The opposition leader, Bertrand H Snell asked for 
Republican support, saying, “The house is burning down and the 
President of the United States says, this is the way to put out the fire.”

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The congressmen accepted that banking was so technical, that they 
couldn’t understand it anyway, even if they had been given 2 chance to 
tead it. This Bill was not an emergency temporary measure, it 
established permanent policies still in place today. It took the United 
States off the gold standard, since the dollar paper bank note was now 
not redeemable in gold, it allowed the banks to manufacture credit 
without ever having to redeem any of it in anything that they didn’t 
manufacture themselves. This ensured that the banks that were within 
the Federal Reserve system, did not go broke, as they held the power 
over the currency and the government didn’t. That was what it was all 
about, a war between the government and the banks for the control of 
the creation of credit, and the banks won. The money changers reigned 
supreme in Washington. Even although 9,106 banks were permanently 
closed, and 5 billion dollars in depositors funds remained frozen, in less 
than three years, the USA had lost a third of its banking system. Many 
who had funds deposited in the failed banks, lost their life’s savings. 
The smaller, unconnected banks were gone, the free enterprise system 
had lost, huge international banks won all that currency and credit, and 
stolen savings were now safely ensconced in their fat, greedy fingers.

He next turned to the defence budget and cut it from $752 million in 
1932 to $531 million for the year 1934. In 1934 things were stirring 
again in Europe, and one of Franklin’s competitors for ‘One person, 
One world government’ was re-arming the German people. The US 
Amny was told it could bear the brunt of the measure, for its 
appropriation would be cut by half. Secretary of War, George Dern was 
so alarmed, he went to see Franklin with the Army’s Chief of Staff, 
Douglas MacArthur.

‘On 12th May 1933, Congress passed the Agricultural Adjustment Act, 
which started the paying of farmers who reduced their acreage, or 
production, in the major areas of agricultural products such as wheat, 
cotton, pigs, and tobacco.

and graduated from Grinnel University. He had studied under two 
ardent socialists, one who had just retumed from a visit to the USSR 
(Russia) and was enthralled with communism. In 1916, he had 
registered as a member of the Socialist Party, he was a social worker, 
the fore runner of our social engineers that know what’s best for us in 
the 1990s. He liked the company of the rich, and played the friend to 
the poor, He had board meetings in his car on the way back from the 
race-tracks, he played the ponies and drank champagne. His health was 
never good, and he chain-smoked. When he joined the New Deal, he 
had divorced his first wife, left his four children, and married Barbara 








Duncan, the ‘other woman’, and was behind in his maintenance 
payments. On his first day as administrator of the new department, 
which was the 77th day of Roosevelt's first 100 days, he gave away 
$5,000,000 in the first two hours. In the following October, he drew up 
the plans for the civil works and administration (WPA) in the Hotel 
Powhatan, later renamed the Roger Smith Hotel. In the first four months 
of its existence, it spent $933,000,000. 


40 MILLION PAID TO VOTE 


By 1939, over 45 million Americans were eligible for social welfare 
benefit and every year, more people were added to the list. Every 
subsequent year, the payments were increased. Voting was, and is still, 
not compulsory in the United States, and presidential elections in the 
1930s were decided by as little as 40 million people. When 45 million 
people are being paid by the President, there is no chance that these 
people will vote to stop, or reduce, their umbilical cord to life. 


THE NEW DEAL RESULT WAS 
DEPRESSION 


‘The most damning indictment of the New Deal was, that it didn’t work. 
It failed to cure the depression. Afloat in a sea of red ink, it had merely 
administered aspirins and sedatives. Despite some twenty billion 
dollars poured into it, within a few years of pump-priming, the gap was 
not closed between production and consumption. There was an even 
more mountainous farm surplus under Franklin Roosevelt, than under 
Hoover. Millions of dispirited men were stil] unemployed in 1939, 
(even during World War II, the biggest pump-primer of all, they were 
still paying out unemployment relief). 


ALL THAT GOVERNMENTS DO IS DECIDE 
WHO GETS THE HANDOUTS 


The economy was controlled and balanced by the banks, but they had 
to look after their boy in the top job. The government’s part in the 
country’s economy was reduced to being the judge of who gets the 
hand-outs. Most of the western world has followed Franklin’s example, 
and this recipe for social tyranny is well entrenched in Australia today. 
Franklin and the bankers had no illusions, they knew that if they had 
full employment, the people would have the freedom of choice, and 
could ask for more. When they were dependant, they were controlled. 
Franklin kept winning, because he appealed to the ‘forgotten men’ 
whom he is supposed to have never forgotten, but that support was only 
pocket-book deep. The unemployed were never going to bite the hand 
that dolled out the government cheques.

Many years ago, when I first met my husband, 
I was like most other young females - I had 
never had the occasion to seriously think about 
what was happening around me other than my 
social life, dating guys, having decent clothes, 
being part of the crowd and generally having a 
good time. We would occasionally have really 
profound discussions about religion, coloured 
people of all races, whites too, the rights and 
wrongs of going to war and why can’t we all 
live together peacefully? Of course, our 
profound discussions didn’t last too long, after 


all, it was time to go to the drive-in, or have another glass!! [had 
never handled a rifle of any kind and I guess I considered them 
to be rather dangerous things - after all, people got killed with 
them, didn’t they? 


TRAINED TO KILL 


Well, I met this man who had been a soldier for over twenty 
years, had seen active service, and like all civilians, I asked, 
“Have you killed anyone?” When he said, “Yes,” I sort of gasped 
and said that he was the first person I had ever met who had killed 
someone, and he asked me was I sure! What a question! Of 


more fun doing it together! 





course I was sure! Surely I would know if people I knew had 
killed someone! Then he pointed out the fact that my father and 
all my uncles had been in World War II, other relations had been 
in the Korean War, and of course since then, there had been the 
Vietnam War. People don’t suddenly sprout horns or a tail 
because they had killed someone, especially when their own 
government had trained them specifically for that job. Well, this 
was a whole new concept for me. 

This guy was quite interesting. He introduced me to the joys 
of shooting, even gave me a rifle as a birthday present and we 
would go off to the range together on Sundays, have a 
‘competition’, then go home and clean the rifles and perhaps load 
some ammo during the week. After a while, 
going to the drive-in and such like began to 
pall, and other things became more 
interesting. He really opened my eyes, and 
believe me, I don’t now, and never did, think 
that he knows it all, but at least he got me to 
}] think about things, other than my own trivial 
little world. There were other forces out 
there that were out to do evil to us, planned 
and indiscriminate. Initially, I thought he 
was a little paranoid about it, just when is this 
revolution going to start? He knew though, 
he had been trained to do their work. 

#*| Over the years, we continued with our target 

} shooting (I improved with practise) and I 
became more and more aware that what he 
had been telling me about for years, was 
actually coming to fruition. Restrictions 
were being placed on the general populace, 
supposedly for the good of the people and to 
cut down on tax cheats, etc, But the real tax 
cheats got off scot free whilst the working 
man found it harder and harder to survive and 
still have a social life of sorts. 


EVERYONE’S CONCERN 


We spoke to many people over the years and found one or two 
who felt the situation was getting desperate, but usually, it was 
the men who showed an interest and their wives were usually 
content to talk about the children, or the mortgage, or what they 
had bought for the house. I often asked myself, why have so 
many struggled for so-called woman’s liberation when all they 
appear to want isa feeling of superiority, a job with equal money, 
and have their husbands helping in the kitchen? Don’t they 
realise that it is going to take every man and woman to get off 
their butts and do something?

policewoman who then 


interrogated us more fully as to 
why we had them, and why we 
should be allowed to keep them. 
Talk about sending a child to doa 
man’s job -she didn’t even know 
the difference between the 308 
and the shotgun - and she was the 
one making the recommendation 
as to whether we should get to 
keep them! All this, in a country 
that has so many restrictions on 
firearms availability that the 
police do not allow the media to 
advertise the amount of armed 
crime. In one city alone, 
Manchester, ten years ago, they had at least one armed hold-up 
every day. Yet the average man in the street cannot buy a 
firearm. So much for restricting firearms to control crime! 

Apart from it being an interesting hobby, I honestly feel that the 
day will come when we will have to defend ourselves against the 
oppression imposed by our government on the orders of the 
people who run the financial institutions throughout the world. 


It's mine, just let them 
try to take it off me! 











It’s not just the men who will have to defend our society - the 
women have an equal responsibility, and they can be equally as 
capable. We have to face the reality of a United Nations force 
being sent anywhere in the world, and this will include Australia, 
to uphold the will of the power brokers of the New World Order, 
Are you willing to let that happen?

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A mentally retarded Dutch communist, with a passion for 
arson, was picked up by the SA (Sturm Abteilung) after he had 
been overheard in a bar, boasting that he had attempted to set fire 
to several public buildings and that he was going to try the 
Reichstag next. This feeble-minded pyromaniac, Marius van der 


Lubbe, was a God-send to the Nazis. 
THE IDEA 


The coincidence that the Nazis had found a demented, 
communist arsonist, who was out to do exactly what they 
themselves had determined to do, seems incredible, but is 
nevertheless supported by the evidence. The idea for the fire 


almost certainly originated with Goebbels and 
Goering. Hans Gisevius, an official in the Prussian 
Ministry of the Interior at the time, testified at 
Nuremberg that, “It was Goebbels who first thought 
of setting the Reichstag on fire” and Rudolf Diels, the 
Gestapo chief, added in an affidavit that, “Goering 
knew exactly how the fire was to be started, and had 
ordered him to prepare, prior to the fire, a list of 
people who were to be arrested immediately after it.” 
General Franz Halder, Chief of the German General 
Staff during the early part of World War I, recalled 
at Nuremberg how, on one occasion, Goering had 
boasted of his deed. 


THE DEED 

From Goering’s Reichstag president’s palace, an 
underground passage, built to carry the central 
heating system, ran to the Reichstag building. 
Through this tunnel, Karl Enst, a former hotel bellhop 
who had become the Berlin leader of the SA, led a 
small detachment of storm troopers on the night of 
February 27th, 1933 to the Reichstag, where they 
scattered gasoline and self-igniting chemicals, and 
then they made their way quickly back to the palace, 
the way they had come. At the same time, Marius 
van der Lubbe, had made his way into the huge, 
darkened, and to him, unfamiliar building and set 
some small fires of his own. Van der Lubbe, it seems 
clear, was a dupe of the Nazis. He was encouraged 
to try to set the Reichstag on fire. The main job was 
to be done -without his knowledge of course, by the 
storm troopers. Indeed, it was established at the 
subsequent trial at Leipzig, that the Dutch mentally 
retardate, did not possess the means to set so vast a 
building on fire so quickly. Two and half minutes 






wees. a 8 
after he entered, the great central hall was fiercely burning, he 
had only his shirt for tinder. The main fires, according to the 
testimony of experts at the trial, had been set with considerable 
quantities of chemicals and gasoline. It was obvious that one man 
could not have carried them into the building, nor would it have 
been possible for him to start so many fires, in so many scattered 
places, in so short a time. 


THE ARREST 
Van der Lubbe was arrested on the spot. It was conveniently 
forgotten that he had been arrested two days earlier, and then 
released hours before the deed happened, At the trial, even 
though the court was subservient to the Nazis, a great deal of 
suspicion was cast on Goering and Goebbels. Three Bulgarians 
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were acquitted, and van der Lubbe was found guilty and 
decapitated.

That was not the end of it though, only the beginning, as Hitler, 
on the day following the fire, 28th February, he persuaded 
President Hindenburg to sign a decree for the 
‘protection of the people’ (remember those 
words, they are mis-used time and time again 
to introduce laws which take away people’s 
rights. Mostly in days gone by, it’s been 
firearm ownership, but in the next 12 months, 
we will see those words used time and time 
again on almost any subject). ‘The 
protection of the people and the state’,

Then on the 19th April 1995, the Alfred P Murrah federal 
building in Oklahoma was blown up.

The 
media then corrected itself, and said a large 
fertiliser bomb of 1000 pounds, then it was 
Sees] a car with 1400 pounds of fertiliser bomb, 
Zaeam then it was 2000 pounds of fertiliser bomb, 
then someone pointed out that it was too big 
to fit in a car, so then it was a van, then it 
was a 4000 pound fertiliser bomb, then 
someone pointed out that it wouldn’t fit into 
a van, then it was a truck, and now finally, 
we think it is a furniture removal truck with 
5000 pounds of fertiliser bomb. Now the 
perpetrator is supposed to have hired the 
vehicle whatever it was. You can easily hire 
acar, you can also, I suppose, hire a van ora light truck, but when 
you get to big trucks, drivers generally go with them as they are 
worth a lot more money, someone could blow one up, special 
licences have to be held to drive them, it is not so easy. 


THE ARREST 


Now the supposed driver of this truck is apprehended one hour 
later, 100 kilometres from Oklahoma. He must have averaged a 
fair speed. Driving a car with no number plates? That’s not very 
smart is it? The police have also arrested Terry and James 
Nichols, who have been accused of buying diesel fuel the day 
before, and along with Timothy McVeigh, accused of reading 
‘Soldier of Fortune’ magazine. They are all supposed to be 
members of the militia, and carried out this deed to get revenge 
on the BATF who were in charge of the Waco and Ruby Ridge 
massacres. They were right wing radical extremists. Well, that’s 
about what most of us heard in the general media. This all 
provoked a massive media and political backlash on any right 
wing, or what they perceive to be right wing, that is, any group 
who is not attached to the purse strings of the main political 
parties or banking institutions. The American National 
Riflemans Association was one of the first to suffer the 
ramifications. 


VILIFY THE CONSTITUTIONAL GROUPS 


President Clinton’s popularity with the average 
inserted-television-brain, increased for the first time since he was 
elected, it had been down to an all time low, even less support 
than Nixon had after Watergate.

was not done with one fertiliser-fuel mix bomb, no matter how 
big it was. Nitrapil isa slower moving explosive, (still millionths 
of a second) ideal for moving dirt, rubble and brickwork. 
Reinforced concrete bunkers and buildings withstand an awful 
lot of TNT. That’s why faster explosives were designed, 


suchas C6 and Semptex, and a whole heap of modern 
lightweight products, just a little less powerful than 
nuclear. If you have seen any photos of World War II, 
showing bombed buildings, you can see broken concrete 
but the steel left intact, the bent girders left poking out 
of the structure. That’s because the TNT is not fast 
enough to cut steel. On examining photographs of the 
Oklahoma building, I noticed that the damage was even 
around the semi-circle, which made me think that it had 
been cut by laying many small charges at strategic strong 
points, as no other way could be devised to bring it down 
so evenly in a semi circle. One bomb, even if it was in 
an underground carpark, would have only damaged one 
end or the other, or the middle of the building. The trees 
on the other side of the street had lost leaves but were still intact, 
the buildings across the street had broken windows but were still 
otherwise undamaged. If the vehicle, be it a car, van or truck, 
was parked in the street, even if it was closer to the federal 
building than to the other side of the street, there would have been 
an air cushion between the explosion and both buildings. This 
would have resulted in the majority of the blast being directed in 
the direction of least resistance -upwards, (same as a cartridge in 
a gun, it comes out of the barrel). 


THE LIE GETS BIGGER 


I knew something was wrong and I expected the media to 





modify their story over the next few weeks, They didn’t, they 
just made the lie bigger, then I heard that some of the victims’ 
families were going to sue the fertiliser manufacturing company. 
How crazy, not the oil company for manufacturing the diesel oil 
because oi! companies are too powerful. Not God for making 
the crude oil or the ammonium nitrates. Not the company that 
made the car that brought it to the building. Not the hire company 
that hired out the car/van/truck, Then I heard a rumour that a 
man heard a ‘boom’ in a nearby hotel and went to the window, 
then as he looked through the window, all the glass blew in. The 
media comment was really intelligent, they said that it was 
probably a pressure wave. Good grief, don’t they send them to 
school these days? Explosions travel at nearly the speed of light, 
thousands of miles per second, the speed of sound is only 1,050 
feet per second. That is why, when, or if, you get blown up, you 
only hear the sound afterwards - you know, same as thunder and 
lighting - the lighting is what you see first, then you hear the 
thunder. 


MONKEY BUSINESS 


A few days after that, I phoned up Deen Brothers, the 
demolition company in Brisbane who periodically get the job of 
blowing up the occasional building around Brisbane. I spoke to 
the powder monkey there and asked him what he thought of the 
media’s claims that the federal building in Oklahoma was done 
with a fertiliser/fuel mix bomb. He responded immediately with 
words which meant that they were talking with fertiliser and it 
was coming from their rectum! Meaning that it would be totally 
impossible to do that job with one charge of Nitrapil. Yes, they 
did use Nitrapil for some buildings, but spread the charges, and 
had delays to provoke tilting, and sophisticated stuff like that, 
but for concrete reinforced buildings, it needed faster working 
explosives. He gave me the telephone number of an expert who 
did work for the government and the explosives companies 
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themselves. I phoned him and got the same response, they 
thought that it was a joke or a mistake, like when a shooter sees 
a comment in the newspapers or on the television about shooting 
rabbits at 400 yard with a .22 rifle. 


THE BOMB PLOT THICKENS 


The next facet of information was that the Oklahoma

Please read it carefully, as you can tell 
from the above that the government does not encourage these 
little exposures about itself. 
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Post Exercise Report of lst Btn OPERATION SOLACE 

STEYR F838 IW 

Overall, the Steyr F88 IW performed well, although it should be remembered 
that few rounds (about 300) were fired in contacts. There are a few aspects 
of the weapon that caused some concern. These were discussed with soldiers 
and technical staff and a summary follows: 

A)MAGAZINES 

(1)Magazine Body. A significant umber of magazine bodies cracked and broke 
around the mouth, rendering them unserviceable. (The number of magazines 
affected can be supplied by QM on RTA), The nature of the cracking and 
breaking suggests that the material is too brittle. It is not known at this stage 
whether this is a material fault at manufacture, or whether it is due to aging 
and/or exposure to sunlight. Discussion with the 1 RAR Armourer indicates 
that this problem was not common in Australia. Although possible, it is not 
generally likely to bea result of equipment abuse or misuse. A sample quantity 
ofthese magazines have been retained by the EDEmemberofthe Operational 
Study Team for examination in Australia. 

(2)Magazine Spring. Another common problem was that rounds fell out when 
the magazines were carried upside down in the magazine pouches. There 
were 30 reports of rounds failing to be chambered because of an apparently 
‘weak’ magazine spring. Inspection of several magazines revealed that the 
springs hada significant axial twist. This will cause excessive friction between 
the platform and the magazine walls. A test, which must be conducted and 
passed at the manufacturer, where the magazine body must fall freely from 
the spring when suspended, was conducted. The inspected magazines failed 
this test, It is unknown whether this means they were not to specification 
when delivered by the manufacturer, or whether this is a weakness of the 
springin that it deforms when magazines are continually fully loaded. Neither 
cause is particularly palatable and it requires further investigation. 

B)F88S RETENTION OF ZERO 

(1)Many (estimated 80%) of F88S weapons will not remain zeroed when the 
sights are removed and replaced on the weapon when changing from day to 
might sights (or vice versa). 

(2)Several weapons were inspected and it was found that the fit between the 
dovetails of the mounts and the base was not a sliding fit as specified, but was 








quite loose. Although gauges were not available, it is estimated that a 
clearance in the order of 0.005" existed. This means that even in completely 
clean conditions, repeatability of zero was unlikely to be achieved. This 
condition is most likely to be a manufacturers fault, although difficult to prove 
after issue of weapons to soldiers. It was observed that many soldiers who 
carried the F88S were not aware of this deficiency and of the ability for the 
locking levers to be adjusted until it was pointed out to them. Armourers 
at Tech Spt PI have been advised to look for the problem during their post 
operation inspection of weapons and to record numbers and advise problems 
by RODUM (Routine Operational Defective Unit Message) 

C)SAFETY CATCH 

(1)As a result of some inadvertent and accidental movement of the safety 
catch from the safe position to the instant position and interim fix was 
implemented on a number of weapons within B Coy. This involved building 
a shroud around the safety catch using dental gum. 

(2)This modification proved unpopular with soldiers because it complicates 
the ability to quickly go to the instant state, This is particularly so for left 
handed soldiers. 

(3)It should be noted that of the 26 UDs (unauthorised discharge) that have 
‘occurred with the Steyr weapon in the Bn Gp on Operation SOLACE (1st Btn 
to Somalia 1993) to the end of April, only three of these were such that the 
placement ofa shroud, or other device, may have prevented the UD occurring. 
‘The EDE member of the OST advised that his organisation has been tasked 
by PD SARP to investigate the feasibility of a modification to the operation 
of, or the protection of, the safety catch. 

D)CORROSION 

(2)There are some components of the weapon which have been shown to be 
prone to rust. These include the sight adjusting screws, the flash suppressor 
and the single shot lock out button, Two weapons which were inspected 
because of failure to pick upa round were found to have rusted return springs. 
Whilst some of the rust is cosmetic and does not affect weapon function, 
components like the return springs are of concern, since they affect weapon 
function and are unable to be maintained by the soldier. : 

(2)The EDE meinber of the OST advised that his organisation has completed 
an investigation into a corrosion resistant weapon which includes replacing 
current springs with stainless steel springs. Priority should be given to the 
introduction of this for all Steyr weapons, 

E)Other minor deficiencies and incidents reported during discussions 
included: 

(1)Broken cocking handles (Qty 7). 

(2)Unevenness of the cocking handle track on the housing (Qty 2). 

(3)Wear of body locking recess in housing (Qty 22 where wear is considered 
to be significant). This problem is the subject of 1 RAR RODUM action. 

(4)Chamfering of the housing and the barrel to ease assembly. This is a 
modification started during Operation SOLACE and is result of damage 
occurring to housing because of frequent (mostly non aligned) assembly of 
the barrel to the weapon. 

(6)Sideways pressure on the magazine may cause misfeed. (Only one person 
stated this). 

(6)The ‘luminous’ dots on the emergency sight do no work at all, 

(7)The blueing/paint finish on the detachable sight comes off very easily and 
many sights are left with a shiny reflective surface. 

F)The following suggestions were made by soldiers for improvements to the 
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‘weapon: 
(1)A camouflage pattern on the butt. 

(2)Larger wings on the gas plug. 

(3)Inclusion of brush (shaving or paint brush style) in the cleaning kit. 
G)GENERAL 

1)In general, the equipment deployed enabled the Bn Gp to carry out its 
mission. However, there are a number of equipments which did not perform 
to specification or showed deficencies. In addition, there are a number of 
equipment items which can be improved because of technology updates. QP 
SOLACE has also demonstrated the need for equipment not previously 
employed. 

2)Discussions on equipment were held with members at all levels within the 
Bn Gp. Much of the information contained in this Annex is the product of 
interviews by the OST of approximately 80% of the Bn. Appendices 1 to 8 
provide a summary of the major points arising from discussions on equipment 
performance matters. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 


3)From observations and discussions on equipment performance, and 
characteristics required for equipment to be used on operations such as OP 
SOLACE, it is recommended that the following actions occur: 


(a)Steyr F88. 

1) An inyestigation into the breaking of magazines be conducted. 

2 )An investigation into the loss of rounds from magazines be conducted. 
3 )An investigation into the operation of the safety catch be conducted. 


4) Consideration be given to introducing corrosion resistant components for 
the weapon. 


(b)SRAAW A more suitable method of carrying this weapon be developed. 
(c)RAVEN Radios. 
1) A diagnostic facility for the radios be deployed with the Bn Gp.

26 unauthorised discharges with the Steyr AUG out of 300 
rounds fired during the operation. That is, for every eight rounds 
fired, one was an accident, That could have resulted in 
twenty-six or more of our soldiers killed in action by accident.

ANNEX A: JULY 94: GENERAL IDEA 


(A)In February this year, the Australian Government broke off diplomatic 
relations with Musoria over the temporary occupation of an unpopulated 
offshore island on the Great Barrier Reef, Musoria suggests traditional access 
provides a basis for claims for a share of oil and natural gas reserves in the 
region.

The factory 
is in remote western China, Sichuan province, Chun-Ching, in the upper 
reaches of the Yangtse river, a

where the market is for their 
products, These shotguns are 
often called Norinco’s, that is 
short for North China Industries 
which is the company that exports

Some say that the profile of the butt stock, namely the pistol grip or 
pommel as it is also known, being shaped more like a varmint rifle and 
not a shotgun stock, adds in the 
‘motion of bringing the shotgun up to 
your shoulder and on to the target 
quicker, It would definitely absorb 
more recoil in your right hand and 
gives better control to novices. 

Perhaps by chance and not design, 
it has a fantastic trigger. I say 
perhaps, as it may just be the sample 





manufacturers. Is it new or different? Well, no.... and yes! 

The HL102 is a very close copy of the Ithaca Model 37, even though 
the Ithaca has been around since 1937 and was used by the U.S Army 
in World War II and Korea which is usually a ticket to fame and fortune 
through all the gun books and magazine articles. In the United States it 
would have to go in the Hall of Fame as one of the most popular pump 
action shotguns of all time and one of the longest in continuous 
production. They are making them almost identically today as they did 
in 1937, but in publicity the Ithaca never cut the ice, like the Winchesters 
and the Remintons have. I went through twenty Guns Digests and 
several Shooters Bibles without finding an article on them. 
Nevertheless, even though they have not been popular with the gun 
writers, they have obviously been popular with the shooters. 

The HL102 and the Ithaca M37 have common design features 
inspired by Mr John M Browning, who did some work with Ithaca for 
aspell. The bottom load and eject feature is still found on the Browning 
BPS (Browning pump action shotgun), 


THE PROS AND CONS 


The 102 uses a real steel receiver as opposed to an alloy job, the likes 
of the Mossberg, Winchester and others. It also loads and ejects via a 
single port in the bottom of the receiver, in the same position as anormal 
loading port. Is that different enough for you? Some of the beneficial 
aspects of the bottom load and eject are: 

1) You have a solid receiver with no cut-out injection port on either 
side, which would minimise/reduce twist and distortion of the action if 
it had any. 

2) If by some chance you manage to get a ruptured case, it mostly gets 
diverted down to the ground, not to the next shooter or your face. 

3) Another aspect of bottom loading and ejection, it also throws your 
empties down in a neat heap, not over into the wide blue yonder. 

The chrome lining of the bore and the chamber are a bonus of the 
Chinese made product, and is there to reduce the chance of rust from 
people who misuse these firearms by not cleaning them 
as they should. The barrel is particularly easy to 
remove and clean. Unlock the action, making sure the 
gun is unloaded. Leave the slide half-way along its 
travel, rotate the magazine cap anti-clockwise until it 


releases pressure on the barrel stud, then rotate barrel clockwise 45 
degrees to unlock it from the bayonet recess lugs in the receiver. 








shotgun that I have for testing, and 
not the normal product, but it’s great anyhow. 
On the down side, there are very few poor features: 

1) That trigger again, The problem is that if you keep the trigger 
depressed while you work the action, the hammer is lowered with the 
bolt carrier and the firing pin does not strike the round in the chamber 
with enough energy to discharge the round. Or could this be a safety 
feature? It is the only trigger pack made of steel that is manufactured 
today. 

2) It only has one action rail, or action bar as it is somtimes called, 
which connects the pump grip to the bolt carrier. One action rail has 
been frowned on by some gun writers as in some inferior pump actions 
the rail has not been strong enough to extract poor quality loads and 
cases. The Ithaca has stood the test of time and if one rail is sufficient 
to keep the customers happy for nearly sixty years, well it's adequate 
for me, plus the fact that we have never heard of Chinese copies giving 
any rail problems or any other problems, either. i 
To operate the HL 102 shotgun with it’s single port system may sound 
like quite an ordeal, but when you sit down and have a good look at how 
it works, you will see that it is not that difficult. I will take you through 
the basic steps. 


OPERATING ADVICE 


Starting off with an empty shotgun, tum the firearm upside down and 
place a live round into the loading port and push the round into the 
magazine until it locks into place. Then turn the shotgun back ihe right 
way, pointing the gun towards the ground, slide the pump grip rearwards 
to work the bolt carrier back. Due to cams in the receiver while the bolt 
is going back, the cartridge lifter is lowered to a position so that the 
cartridge, when released, will land onto the lifter. Then, pushing the 
pump grip forward to it’s extremity, the lifter brings the round in line 
with the chamber, the bolt then travels forward with the grip, you can 
then aim and fire the gun. See, it’s easy! 

‘You then go through the same process as before, of course you can fill 
the tubular magazine but this time, we 
will look at it from the extraction point 
of view. 

When the bolt carrier is moved 
rearward, the shell is extracted out of 
the chamber by the extractor on the bolt itself. While still in it’s 
rearward travel, the same cams as before bring the lifter down to pick 
up the next round.

acylinder bore, and a mi jum range of about 60 to 65 yards 
with a full choke, which is important to duck shooters, as it allows them 
to take birds at a greater distance. It also allows you to have better shot 
density at closer range which can, to an 
extent, allow you to use a shot size that is not 
really the right size for the job at hand. Like 
a case of trying to use shot #4 on pigs, not the 
best size, as it is small, and individually, it 
does not have enough energy to have much 
effect. If you run it through a tight choke, like 
an extra full choke, it will give you a better 
density at close ranges, better density 
meaning you are getting more pellets into the 
smaller area, However, adjustable chokes are 
not as tight or reliable as permanent chokes. 


The Norinco differs from the M37 mainly in the way the barrel is held 
in the receiver. The Norinco uses the two lug bayonet system which 
has seemed to work well, whereas the Ithaca uses an interrupted 
threaded system with a smooth section on the very top and bottom, so 
as to give you somewhere to slide the barrel into the 

receiver and then turn the barrel 45 degrees to lock the 

receiver to the barrel. Ihave not heard of any problems 
with that design or the Norinco version, so it would 
have to be a matter of preference between the two. 
With the two being so close, you have the advantage of 
the after market add-ons for the M37 that will go on the 
HL102, like the pistol grips and fore grip replacement 
that are on the market nowadays, and extras like the side 
saddle ammo holder. All in all, the Norinco HL102 is 
a very good value-for-money deal in today’s world of 
high prices, and is probably the best designed pump 
actioned shotgun in the world.

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n 1917, on the Western Front of World War I, the strategy of the ‘thin 
line’, or fixed front line, met its Waterloo. As everyone knows, 
in that war, the trench warfare bogged down to sucha degree, thatneither 
side found it possible to advance with any large degree of success. 
Increased firepower had made the frontal attack suicidally expensive in 
the lives and money of the attackers. Huge numbers of French and 
British troops were flung into a melee of German machine guns and 
barbed wire, a flank attack was absolutely impossible because the 
opposing armies stretched from the Swiss frontier to the sea. The end 
of the war seemed a long way into the future, when, in November 1917, 
the first of the German breakthroughs occurred, they continued into 
1918 through February and into June. It looked like the Germans had 
won the war. The new tactic that they used, was ‘infiltration’ 
THE SNEAKY WAY 

ft had been proposed by a Frenchman, Captain Laffargue, who 
published a book on itin 1915, but the French and British high command 
ignored it completely. 

The German high command however, must have read the Captain’s 
book, as they introduced a new infantry training manual in which the 
guiding lines were that the leading troops should probe and penetrate 
the weak points of the defence, whilst the reserves were directed to back 
up success, not to redeem failure. 
Special reconnaissance parties were 
assigned to communicate the progress. 
The ordinary lines of attacking infantry 
were preceded by a dispersed chain of 
‘storm troopers’ armed with fully 
automatic rifles, machine guns and light 
mortars. These groups were to push 
straight through whenever they could 
find an opening, and leave the 
defenders’ strong points to be dealt with 
by the succeeding lines of reserves. The 
fastest, not the slowest, must set the 
pace, and no effort was made to keep the 
‘line’ straight. In fact, the leaders were 
deterred from assembling their troops 
after objectives were achieved. “If the 
troops know the instructions of the 
commanders, they can go on by 
themselves.” The assaulting divisions 
‘were brought up overnight, those of the 
second line to a position only about a 
mile behind the first, and the third only 
ten miles back. All reserves started 
moving forward at zero, so as to be at 
hand when wanted. 


LEADING FROM THE 
FRONT 


When a second line was used, it came 
under the control, not of the higher 
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To the victor beiongs the spoils 


commander, 
who had his finger on the pulse of battle. One of the other assets the 
Germans had, was a man named Colonel Bruchmuller, who had been. 
called out of retirement. With a prophetic play upon his name, he was 
known as ‘Breakthrough Muller’. Under his supervision, the masses of 
artillery were brought up close to the front line in concealment, and they 
opened fire without previous ‘registration’ (as this gave the opposition 
notice of a coming offensive) through a method he had introduced. 
This concept was the principle of ‘follow the line of least resistance’, 
like dam water, when it is released, it flows to all the easy, low ground 
and surrounds the high ground, 

After suffering gross defeats, the British Army introduced two new 
concepts to deal with the tactics they were faced with. One was ‘defence 
in depth’ and the other, more successful, was a ‘retiring defence’. This 
was the counter for infiltration, as the breakthroughs had left large 
groups of British soldiers in isolated groups who fought and died where 
they stood. Very brave, but these men would have been put to much 
better use in an equally fluid counter-attack, or mobile defence. 

Thus the military battle tactics of the world changed within a year. 
The Allies were using tanks to spearhead the breakthroughs, and the 
Germans could not cope, they had not prepared defence in depth, or 
retiring defence, they could not adapt quickly enough, and the entire 
German Amy started walking home. This was a major change in 
warfare. The Clausewitz doctrine was 
wrong, his maxim was to strike at the 
enemy’s main force. The new concept 
was = the longest way is often the 
shortest way. A direct approach to the 
object exhausts the attacker and hardens 
the resistance by compressing, whereas 
an indirect approach, loosens the 
defender’s hold by upsetting his 
balance. 

DECISION MAKERS ON 
THE SPOT 

The key to these new tactics which is 
still apparent today, and currently no 
new changes look likely in the near 
future, is that the control and 
decision-making power-structures have 
had to come into the front line area of 
warfare again. The decision makers are 
not 100 miles to the rear, the platoon 
commanders and the tank commanders 
have to know what the general 
objectives are, and make decisions on 
the spot, to react to the ever changing 
battle conditions. They have to ascertain 
which strong points to leave, and which 
weak points to exploit. Modern mobile 
warfare happens too quickly to allow 
you to wait for decisions from 
Divisional Headquarters or Anny 
Headquarters. This leads us to two 
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important concepts: 

1. The tank commanders, platoon or battery commanders, have to be 
trained to a much higher educational standard to be able to cope with 
these decisions - who lives, who dies. 

2. As divisional control and leadership is too remote these days, the 
enlisted men, the soldiers themselves, are a lot more dependent on the 
junior officers. ‘They are key people, even though the senior NCOs 
would more than likely have the most battle experience, they are 
unlikely to know the full picture of what is going on. The officer is the 
only one briefed to make the general decisions, 


‘EAT, DRINK AND BE MERRY...’ 


There is another way of slowing the advance of troops attacking in 
infiltration. Because they are removed from that parade ground 
discipline and the controls are not as evident beyond the front line, 
unprofessional troops stop for plunder and entertainment. They have 
had to suffer long periods of deprivation in food and home comforts, 
and when they find themselves on a winning streak, it is ‘eat, drink and 
be merry, for tomorrow we may die’. Let us retum to the German 
breakthrough in France 1918, for a short passage from the war diary of 
the German poet and novelist, Rudolf Binding. 

On March 27th, he wrote: 

“Now we are already in the English back areas... a land flowing with 
milk and honey. Marvellous people these, who will only equip 
themselves with the very best that the earth produces. Our men are 
hardly to be distinguished from English soldiers. Every one wears at 
least a leather jerkin, a waterproof..... English boots or some other 
beautiful thing. The horses are feeding on masses of oats and gorgeous 
food-cake.... and there is no doubt that the army is looting with some 
zest.” 

Still having fun that day. The next day though: 

“Today, the advance of our infantry suddenly stopped near Albert. 
Nobody could understand why. Our armies had reported no enemy 
between Albert and Amiens,... our way seemed entirely clear. [jumped 
into a car with orders to find out what was causing the stoppage in front. 
Our division was right in front of the advance and could not possibly 
be tired out. It was quite fresh. 

As soon as I got near the town I began to see curious sights. Strange 
figures, that looked very much like soldiers, and certainly showed no 
signs of advancing, were making their way back out of the town. There 
were men driving cows.... others 


who carried a hen under one arm 
and a box of note paper under the 
other. Men carrying a bottle of 
wine under their arm and another 
one open in their hand... men 
staggering, men who could hardly 
walk. When I got into town, the 
streets were running with wine.. 
the advance was held up, and there 
was no means of getting it going 
again." 

Little things like this at crucial 
times can: 

1. Give time for planned 

responses. 


2, Give the opportunity to counter 
attack, 

3. Give brilliant opportunities for 
the sniper to reduce the leadership, 
by shooting NCOs and junior 


be the right thing to do. Imagine the panic, trying to get outa 
‘dead weight’ body that is jammed in the drivers seat, whilst 
the tank is completely out of control 





The tactic of giving small batches of prisoners three good meals a day 
and Christmas cake before releasing them back to their own side, where 
the food is short, though maybe not as short as your own, is very crafty. 
Besides, this crafty tactic inducing helplessness in the opposition, is an 
excellent way of winning a war, for helplessness induces hopelessness, 
and history attests that loss of hope and not loss of lives is what decides 
the issue of war. Semi-starvation is a direct effect, fear of death is a 
direct effect, but where there is no hope, there is no fight. 


‘TOMORROW WE MAY DIE’ 


In mobile warfare, the small group leaders are vitally important to their 
operations whether it is advancing or retiring. The sniper has to pick 
these targets, if for nothing but his own welfare, as they are the most 
dangerous men. Once they are out of the picture, the odds of one of the 
men taking over is remote, generally they will want to get back to base 
for a beer and a hot shower. The men, or shall we call him the common 
soldier, even if one has the leadership abilities, he would not know the 
objectives, and even if he continues to lead an attack in the footsteps of 
his platoon officer, he won’t know what to do from there and will more 
than likely withdraw. When observing, looking for targets, look for the 
ones who use a map, or talk on the radio, or give instructions by hand, 
they are the key men in modem mobile warfare, make them casualties 
and life will last much longer and be more pleasant for you. The 
technicians are also excellent and valued targets, as you don’t want to 
miss out on the man who is operating a rocket launcher, or a mortar, or 
@ machine gun, or a helicopter. 


THE SCHOOL SOLUTION NOT ALWAYS 
THE RIGHT WAY 


Tanks are an interesting subject as all the manuals go to great length 
to stress the advantages of shooting the tank commander first, but an 
expert at destroying tanks with a sniping rifle pointed out the advantages 
of shooting the driver first, which on reflection is the best way to.go. 
There is very little spare room in a tank, the air conditioning might be 
working but it doesn’t always get top priority when things are under 
pressure and repairs are needed. The visibility through the prismatic 
viewers are always limited. Whenever possible, tanks, unless under 
threat of other tanks or aircraft, will move with hatches up. This gives 
maximum visibility and comfort to the crew. If the tank commander is 
shot from two or three hundred yards away and falls down inside and 
obstructs the gunner it does cause major problems, but it is possible for 
them to push out his body through the top 
hatch and get on with it, which could be 
pretty rough on yourself. On the other 
hand, if the driver gets shot in his position, 
he may often fall on to the controls, but 
even ifhe doesn’t, the tank is out of control 
until they get him out of his seat and get 
someone else into his place. Now the only 
way they can do that, is by getting outside 
the tank and pulling him out of his hatch 
as he is situated at the front of the tank 
where there is no cupola, they cannot pull 
him backwards as the seat is in the way. It 
would be nearly impossible for the tank 
commander to get out of his cupola, and 
shin along the moving tank to pull the 
driver out so that one of the others inside 
could replace him, If he did, he would 
make a nice target anyway. They are more 
than likely to try to hold on and withstand 
the crash, and then when it stops, face the 
situation of how to get the driver out

done unseen and unheard, this compounds the phenomena called 
helplessness. 


and hopelessness, not the loss of lives, is what decides the issue of war. 
Of course, after the tank comes to an ugly stop, the Molotov cocktail oa 
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the engine hatch (carried out by your hidden, waiting assistant) is a good 
incentive to get everybody out, then the tank leader is the first one to 
become a target in the cross-hairs of your scope. In this case, the 


technician, the driver, is the leading key man that you"have to target 
first. Remember the modem tactics of warfare, infiltration and a retiring 


defence, are most conducive to the sniper’s field of operation, 
concealment and stalking, the pickings were never as good in the old 
fixed line entrenchments. 


Hopefully the above will shed some understanding into the more 
thought provoking aspects, 
of the sniper’s main thought 
in life, personal survival, so 
now we will return to the 
machine that ensures his 
protection, the _rifle, 
continuing on from Edition 
21. 


THE BARREL 


Because the barrel of the 
famous Kentucky rifle was| 
very long, and because of} 
fictional mountain-men who 
are legendary rifle shots }.~ < 
(some people even believe 
that the old muzzle-loaders 
were more accurate than the 
modern sporting arms). Even more people have the misconception that 
because Hawkeye used one as tall as himself, that long barrels are 
necessary for the best accuracy in a rifle. This is not true. The old 
muzzle-load rifles and shotguns had long barrels because they used 
black powder as a propellent. Black powder burned relatively slowly 
and it required a long barrel to burn a large enough charge to give the 
required velocity. 

Charges of modern smokeless powder are much faster burning, and 
the charge is completely consumed in a relatively short barrel. Accuracy 
depends not on barrel length, or even in barrel straightness, but on the 
perfect delivery of the bullet - gyrostat - (see edition 21 for more 
information) into the atmosphere, and the perfection of that gyrostat. 


BIGGER IS NOT ALWAYS BETTER 


The length of the barrel required to give the maximum velocity with 
a given cartridge depends on the kind and amount of powder loaded in 
that cartridge, and it’s bullet. Some powders burn faster than others, 
and some bullets offer more resistance and friction, and consequently 
cause faster burning of the powder charge. 

The little .22 Long Rifle cartridge attains its maximum velocity in 
barrels 15 to 17 inches long, depending on the kind of powder loaded 
in the cartridge. With high velocity .22 ammo, in one test rifle with a 
10 inch barrel, it was travelling at 1100 feet per second. When a 16 inch 
barrel was used, it was chronographed at 1375 fps, and with a 20 inch 
barrel it was down to 1150 fps showing that in the latter length, the 
powder had been completely consumed, all the gas has been generated 
and expanded, and the friction of the bullet in the extra length of barrel 
is beginning to retard the bullet. For information on lengths of shotgun 
barrels see Edition 1, 

Most .22 rifles have barrels 24 inches long because it is the fashion, 
it is more appealing to the customer’s eye at this point in history. .22 
target rifles have 28 inch barrels, but the purpose of that is that on these 
target rifles that have to be shot with open aperture sights, the longer 
barrel gives a greater distance between front and rear sights, thus a 
certain error of aim does not cause the shot to strike so wide of the mark, 
an advantage that is of no account if a telescopic sight is used. 

With the original 30-06 cartridge firing the 150 grain bullet, the 
standard muzzle velocity of 2700 fps was obtained in a 24 inch barrel, 
which is the standard length for the Springfield and the Garand rifles.

Increasing the barrel length an inch, increased or decreased the muzzle 
velocity 18 to 25 fps depending on the bullet and powder used. The 
increase per inch continued up to a length of about 32 inches, when 
apparently, most powders were completely consumed. 


AVOID MUZZLE FLASH 


Snipers have to take particular note of this information regarding their 
choice of rifle barrel length, and speed of powder consumed, as both are 
deadly important, because if the powder is still burning at the muzzle, 
the flash is very difficult to hide from 
observation from oblique angles. 
(The man you aim at won’tsee it, but 
his friends might!) 

Iam not suggesting that you use 
barrels 32 inches plus, but be very 
particular in the choice of powders 
selected for your cartridge loads, 
check by shooting in the prone 
position, and place a large piece of 
butchers paper along the ground. If 
unburnt powder is on the paper, pick 
a faster burning powder - for 
instance, use 748 instead of 760, or 
4350 instead of 4831, or AR2206 
instead of AR2213, and so on. Of 
course, when you have to do this, it 
helps your initial velocity if you have 
the longest barrel that you can manage. 

Quite generally, most modem rifles, both military and sporting, are 
now made with barrels 24 inches long which seems to be a happy 
medium, giving both handiness and good accuracy with almost the 
maximum velocity in many cases. Formerly, military rifles used to have 
very long barrels, 32.5 inches for the Springfield 1873, and 30 inches 
for the Krag, and the same for the GEW98 Mauser and the 96 Swedish 
Mauser, with cavalry and artillery carbines varying from 18 inch to 22 
inch barrels, Some experts believed that they made them long for the 
sight radius, and for use of a longer handle for the bayonet, but the 
bayonet experts of the day knew that once a bayonet blow was partied, 
the shorter bayonet was quicker to the mark while the longer one was 
still swinging, and thus the short bayonet was superior. Tam convinced 
that the rifle designers like Paul Mauser were only concerned in 
eliminating as far as possible, the muzzle flash, whilst trying to retain 
maximum velocity, which of course, enables flatter trajectory shooting. 

With the introduction of more modern propellents, the armies of the 
world settled on a compromise of 24 inch for infantry and cavalry. It 
proved so successful, and so many of these rifles were later converted 
for the civilian sporting market, that it has established the 24 inch style 
as a world standard in sporting rifles, copied by every sporting 
manufacturer. 

Exceptions are varmint rifles and target rifles, and of course, to retain 
the velocity and eliminate the muzzle flash, sniper rifles. Varmint rifles 
in .220 Swift and other specialised calibres that are destined to have 
lightweight bullets, and velocities in the vicinity 4000 fps, need the 
longer barrels, 26 inch to 28 inch, to develop these velocities. 

In future editions, we will give some discussion to calibres such as the 
.220 Swift as suitable calibres for sniping, as 52 grain boat tail at 4000 
fps initial velocity, penetrates a surprising large amount of steel at 200 
yards and itis still travelling at 2100 to 2200 fps at 500 yards, with 500 
foot pounds of energy, and if it is zeroed in at 200 yards, itis only 2.6 
inches lower at 500 yards. So up to 500 yards, the old .220 Swift is 
always good value, but we will, as stated, discuss this and other 
considerations in future editions. 


WEIGHT IS A BIG FACTOR 


While a moderately short barrel tends towards greater handiness, there 
are serious objections to a very short barrel, which accentuates recoil 
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and noise, sometimes to an objectional degree. Even if the shooter is 
built like Charles Atlas, or Mr. Schwartznickerbocker, noise and recoil 
cause fatigue, and reduce concentration and performance. If anyone 
cannot accept this, and thinks he, or his mate is different, they just 
haven’t done enough of it yet, or wouldn’t have the brains to know what 
the word concentrate means anyway. In centre-fire rifle calibres, it is 
possible to shorten the barrel to such a degree, that the powder blast at 
the muzzle may so upset and deform the base of the bullet just as it 
leaves the barrel, that any accuracy is impossible. 


The weight, that is the outside diameter of the barrel of a rifle, depends 















we must consider at this point the various steels used for the making of 
barrels in rifles. Normal charges of black powder give relatively low 
chamber pressures, seldom exceeding 25,000 pounds per square inch in 
the largest of rifles, and only 10,000 pounds per square inch in black 
powder revolvers. In the days when black powder was the only 
propellant, that is before about 1890, all barrels were made of wrought 
iron or a simple soft carbon steel. Breech pressure was hardly a factor, 
and the chief consideration was a metal that could be easily machined, 
and which could be economically worked to a smooth, even and uniform 
bore, and rifled with the cutting tools then available. Such simple and 
soft steels of relatively low tensile strength answered all the

on a number of things. Long experience has proved that a military rifle 
should not weigh over 10 pounds. Most sportsmen prefer that their rifles 
should not weigh over 8 pounds, the exception to this is the professional 
shooter who only shoots from a vehicle or a helicopter, they do not mind 
how heavy the rifle is as they don’t have to carry it. Unfortunately, the 
sniper has to carry his, even if you have an umboko to carry your pack, 
don’t give him your rifle, as one day you'll tum around to grab it and 
you won’t see his shirt tails for dust. Snipers’ needs in rifles are different 
from most military rifle requirements, but start reducing weight if the 
rifle gets in the 12 pound vicinity, by drilling out sections of the butt 
beneath the butt plate, or start looking at synthetic stocks, but this 
requires care as some of them are heavier, 


BALANCE WEIGHT AGAINST CONTROL 


Target shooters have found that a rifle of about 11 to 12 pounds holds 
steadier then a lighter one. It is especially mieaningful if the operator is 
out of breath and has a few shakes due to exertion, and loud noises and 
heavy steel things flying through the air. It should be understood that 
the heavier the barrel of a rifle, other things being equal, the more 
accurate it will be because it jumps less and more uniformly on 
discharge, and it heats up slowly and retains a more even temperature. 

‘The barrel of a rifle comprises roughly one third of the weight of the 
entire firearm, and in any given model of rifle, is about the only part that 
can be varied greatly in weight, hence the importance of the weight of 
the barrel in determining the weight of the entire rifle. 

It should be said that weight is relative to what the individual can 
carry, as the heavier the barrel is allowed to be, the better general 
ballistics performance will be achieved. They are all compromises of 
course, because a man who has to carry his rifle all day, every day, 
naturally prefers the lightest weight possible, but when he needs the best 
ballistic performance, it is too late to go home for some more. 

The outside diameter of a barrel must be large enough so that the wall 
thickness is sufficient to sustain the breech pressure of the discharging 
cartridge without expanding or disrupting. The created breech pressure 
occurs at the breech of the barrel, particularly at that portion (chamber) 
that contains the cartridge, and for perhaps an inch forward of this 
portion, therefore the barrel must be thickest at the breech. As this is 
the portion of the barrel that is also threaded to screw itinto the receiver, 
the threaded portion must have sufficient thickness. Low pressure 
firearms such as shotguns and pistols, do not need this safety feature as 
they do not contain the 50,000 pounds per square inch that centrefire 
rifles do. 
~ Of course, barrel diameters also depend upon the physical properties 
of the steel used. A soft steel lacking in tensile strength and elastic limit, 
would be compressed and enlarged in interior diameter, even if it did 
not burst, with the high pressures of certain modem cartridges, so that 

















requirements for the rifle and pistol in black powder days. Such soft 
steels are also still perfectly satisfactory for the barrels of rifles and 
pistols using .22 calibre rimfire cartridges, and many are still made from 
this as they can be so economically machined. 

With the advent of high power cartridges, none of the steels 
previously used would suffice for rifle barrels. High power cartridges 
with smokeless powder gave breech pressures starting at 38,000 pounds 
per square inch, and in the latest, they are reaching the other side of 
55,000 pounds per square inch. These pressures were way above the 
tensile strength and elastic limit of the older steels, Also, the new 
cartridges used bullets jacketed with cupro-nickel or a copper-zinc alloy 
without lubrication, instead of the lubricated lead alloy bullets used in 
black powder arms, and the friction of these modern bullets wore: out 
the rifling in soft barrels. It was not long before engineers developed 
new steels to meet these higher requirements which became known at 
the time, as ordnance steels. As we are running out of space again, we 
will return in Edition 23, to discuss the different barrel —s that are 
available to us today.

“In this country we embrace the myth that we are still a democracy 
when we know that we are not a democracy, that we are not free, that 
the government does not serve us but subjugate us. Although we give 
lip service to the notion of freedom, we know the government is no 
longer the servant of the people but, at last has become the people’s 
master. We have stood by like timid sheep while the wolf killed, first 
the weak, then the strays, then those on the outer edges of the flock, until 
at last the entire flock belonged to the wolf. We did not care about those 
on the outer edges. They had chosen to be there. But as the wolf worked 
its way towards the centre of the flock, we discovered that we were now 
on the outer edges.

IT’S EASIER TO DO NOTHING 


“No one knows better than the children of the Holocaust how the 
lessons of history must never be forgotten. Yet Americans, whose battle 
cry was once, ‘Give me liberty or give me death’, have sat placidly by 
as a new king was crowned, In America, a new king was crowned by 
the shrug of our shoulders when our neighbours were wrongfully seized. 
A new king was crowned when we capitulated to a regime that is no 
longer sensitive to people, but to non-people - to corporations, to money 
and to power. The new king was crowned when we tumed our heads 
as the poor and the forgotten and the damned were rendered mute and 
defenceless, not because they were evil but because, in the scheme of 
our lives, they seemed unimportant, not because they were essentially 
dangerous, but because they were essentially powerless. The new king 
was crowned when we cheered the government on as it prosecuted the 
progeny of our ghettos and filled our prisons with black men whose first 
crime was that they were bom in the ghettos. We cheered the new king 
on as it diluted our right to be secure in our homes against unlawful 
searches and to be secure in the courts against unlawful evidence. 


NEW LAWS KILL ‘OUR’ RIGHTS 


‘We cheered the new king on because we were told that oursacred rights 
were but ‘loopholes’, but which our enemies, the murderers and rapists 
and thieves and drug dealers, escaped. We were told that those who 
fought for our rights, the lawyers, were worse than the thieves who stole 
from us in the night, that our juries were irresponsible and ignorant and 
ought not to be trusted. We watched with barely more than a mumble 
as the legal system that once protected us became populated with judges 
who were appointed by the new king. Atlast the new king was crowned 
when we forgot the lessons of history, that when the rights of our 
enemies have been wrested from them, we have lost our own rights as 
well, for the same rights serve both citizen and criminal. 

“When Randy Weaver failed to appear in court because he had lost his 
trust in the government, he witnessed the fruit of our crime. The 
government indeed had no intent to protect his rights. The government 
had but one purpose, as it remains today, the disengagement of this 
citizen from society. Those who suffered and died in the Holocaust 
must have exquisitely understood such illicit motivations of power. 





VENDETTA 


“T have said that I was attracted to the case out of my own pain, Let 
me tell you the facts: a crack team of trained goverment marksmen 
sneaked on to Randy Weaver’s small isolated acreage on a 
reconnaissance mission preparatory to a contemplated arrest. They 
wore camouflage suits and were heavily armed. They gave Randy no 
waming of their coming. They came without a warrant.. They never 
identified themselves. 

“The Weavers owned three dogs, two small crossbred collie mutts and 
a yellow lab, a big pup a little overa year old, whose most potent weapon 
was his tail with which he could beat a full grown man to death. The 
dog, Striker, was a close member of the Weaver family. Not only was 
he the companion of the children, but in winter he pulled the family sled 
to haul their water supply from the spring below. When the dogs 
discovered the intruders they raised a ruckus, and Randy, his friend 
Kevin, and Randy’s 14 year old son Sam, grabbed their guns and 
followed the dogs to investigate. 


CHILDREN AND PETS TO DIE FIRST 


“When the government agents were confronted with the barking dog, 
they did what men who have been taught to kill, do. They shot Striker. 
The boy, barely larger than a 10 year old child, heard the dogs yelp, saw 
the dog fall dead, and as a 14 year old might, he returned the fire. Then 
the government agent shot the child in the arm. He turned and ran, the 
arm flopping, and when he did, the officers, still unidentified as such, 
shot the child in the back and killed him. 

“Kevin Harris witnessed the shooting of the dog. Then he saw Sam 
being shot as the boy tumed and ran. To Kevin, there was no alternative. 
He knew if he ran, these intruders, whoever they were, would kill him 
as well. In defence of himself he raised his rifle and shot in the direction 
of the officer who had shot and killed the boy. ‘Then while the agents 
were in disarray, Kevin retreated to the Weaver cabin, In the meantime, 
Randy Weaver had been off in another direction and had only heard the 
shooting, the dog’s yelp and the gunfire that followed. Randy hollered 
for his son and shot his shotgun into the air to attract the boy. “Come on 
home Sam, come home.’ Over and over he called. Finally he heard the 
boy call back, ‘I’m comin’ Dad.’ those were the last words he ever 
heard from his son. 


WIFE THE NEXT TO GO 


“Later that same day, Randy, Kevin, and Vicki Weaver, Randy’s wife, 
went down to where the boy lay and carried his body to an outbuilding 
near the cabin. There they removed the child’s clothing and bathed his 
wounds and prepared the body. The next evening, Weaver's oldest 
daughter, Sarah, sixteen, Kevin and Randy went back to the shed to have 
a last look at Sam. When they did, government snipers opened fire. 
Randy was hit in the shoulder. The three turned and ran for the house 
where Vicki, with her ten month old baby in her arms stood holding the 
door open. As the three entered the house, Vicki was shot and slowly 
fell to her knees, her head resting on the floor like one kneeling in prayer. 
Randy ran up and took the baby that she clutched, and then he lifted his 
wife’s head. Half her face was blown away. 

“Kevin was also hit. Huge areas of muscle in his arms were blown 
out, and his lung was punctured in several places. Randy and his sixteen 
year old daughter stretched the dead mother on the floor of the cabin 
and covered her with a blanket where she remained for over eight days 


as the siege progressed. 
ACASE OF ‘OVERKILL’ ? 


“By this time, there were officers by the score, troops, armoured 
personnel carriers, helicopters, radios, televisions, robots, and untold 
armaments surrounding the little house. I will not burden you with the 
misery and horror the family suffered in this stand-off. I will tell you 
that finally, Bo Gritz, Randy’s former commander in the special forces, 
came to help in the negotiations. Gritz told Randy that if he would 
surrender, Gritz would guarantee him a fair trial, and before the 
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negotiations were ended, Randy came to the belief that I would represent 
him, Although Gritz had contacted me before I had spoken to Randy, 
Thad only agreed to talk to Randy. But the accuracy of what was said 
between Gritz and me and what was heard by Randy, somehow got lost 
in the horror, and Randy’s belief that I would represent him if he 
surrendered was in part, his motivation for finally submitting to arrest. 


LEGALISED CRIMINALS 


“And so my friend Alan, you can now understand the pain I feel in this 
case. It is pain that comes from the realisation that we have permitted 
a government to actin our name, and on our behalf, in acriminal fashion. 
It is the pain of watching the government as it now attempts to lie about 
its criminal complicity in this affair and to cover its crimes by charging 
Randy with crimes he did not commit, including murder. Itis the pain 
of seeing an innocent woman with a child in her arms murdered, and 
innocent children subjected to these atrocities. Indeed, as a human 
being, I feel Randy's irrepressible pain and horror and grief. 

“T also feel your pain, my friend. Yet I know that in the end, if you 
were the judge at the trial of Adolph Eichmann, you would have insisted 
that he not have ordinary council, but the best council. In the same way, 
if you were the judge in Randy's case, and you had a choice, I have no 
doubt that despite your own pain, you might well have appointed me to 
defend him, In the end, you must know that the Holocaust must never 
stand for part justice, or average justice, but for the most noble of ideals 
- that even the enemies of the Jews themselves must receive the best 
justice the system can provide. If it were otherwise, the meaning of the 
Holocaust would be accordingly besmirched. 


EVERYONE HAS THE RIGHT TO JUSTICE 


“Alan, I agree with your arguments, they are proper and they are true. 
Tagree that my defence of Randy Weaver may attach a legitimacy and 
dignity to his politics and religion. But it may, as well, stand for the 
proposition that there are those who don’t condone this kind of criminal 
action by our government. I view the defence of Randy Weaver’s case 
as an opportunity to address a more vital issue, one that transcends a 
white separatist movement or notions of the supremacy of one race over 
another, for the ultimate enemy of any people is not the angry hate 
groups that fester within, but a government itself that has lost its respect 
for the individual. The ultimate enemy of democracy is not the drug 
dealer or the crooked politician or the crazed skinhead. The ultimate 
enemy is the new king that has become so powerful it can murder its 
own citizens with impunity. 

“To the same extent that Randy Weaver cannot find justice in this 
country, we too will be deprived of justice. Atlast, my defence of Randy 
Weaver is a defence of every Jew and every Gentile, for every black 
and every gay who loves freedom and deplores tyranny. 

“Although I understand that it will be easy for my defence of Randy 
Weaver to be confused with an endorsement of the politics of the Aryan 
Nation, my challenge will be to demonstrate that we can still be a nation 
where the rights of the individual, despite his race, colour, religion, 
remain supreme. If this be not so, then we are all lost. If this is not so, 
it is because we have forgotten the lessons of our histories - the history 
of the American Revolution as well as the history of the Holocaust. 

“And so my friend Alan, if I were to withdraw from the defence of 
Randy Weaver as you request, I would be required to abandon my belief 
that this system has any remaining virtue. I would be more at fault than 
the federal government that has murdered these people, for I have not 
been trained to murder, but to defend. I would be less of a man than my 
client who had the courage of his convictions. 1 would lose all respect 
for myself. I would be unable to any longer be your friend, for 
friendship must always have its foundation in respect. Therefore as my 
friend, I ask that you not require this of me. I ask instead for your 


prayers, your understanding and your continued love.

He had found out because he had a close 
relative in the Chinese Peoples’s Republican Army, who had been 
responsible for them when they were in China and had told him the 
initial story.

Then the Gods of the Market tumbled, and their smooth-tongued 
wizards withdrew, : 
‘And the hearts of the meanest were humbled and began to 
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Je: Bryant and his ‘horse’ EFFie are known to many people because 
of his stand against “Which Bank”. The story of his fight to regain 
his property previously taken illegally by the bank, could well become 
part of Australian folklore. Joe and EFFie have been fighting against 
de-regulation of the banks since 1988. His continued protest outside 
the NSW Parliament has been credited with assisting the downfall of 
the Unsworth government. Now it seems that Paul Keating has the same 
fears in what could be an election year, and after a six month peaceful 
protest in the grounds of Parliament House in Canberra, Joe has been 


arrested and his three “horses” have been confiscated. 

But let’s go back a little, to the beginning of the current saga. Joe 
decided it was time once again to go to Canberra and draw attention to 
the plight of all Australians. Joe Bryant and his supporters came to the 
conclusion that battling Australians, whether small business, farmers or 
simply home mortgage payers were all totally without representation in 
Canberra. Even the political associations had abandoned their 
constituents, intimidated by the banks, and pushing the establishment 
line down the battler’s throats. A ter readying the three Trojan Horses, 
one, EFFie, travelled from Sydney to a little place just north of 













Tamworth called Limbri. She knew how to get there as she had been | 


there quite a few times before, and this time she picked up an old mate, 
Joe Pianta, a 75 year old who had been living in a tent with his wife 
Lorna, for six months (much in sub-zero temperatures) after they had 
been evicted from their property by Australia’s biggest bank, the 
National. Joe and Lorna packed their tent onto EFFie, ready for the trip 
to Canberra. 


TROJAN HORSES MEET CANBERRA ASSES 


It was Armistice Day, the eleventh day of the eleventh month, and as 


they headed for Canberra, they were hoping for an armistice in the war 
that the banks were waging against ordinary Australians. A war where 
the banks were stealing their homes and their very life’s work in the 
very same manner as an invading army would - without mercy, where 
it was not just the farmers issues, but the issues that were allowing the 








warring banks to asset strip the whole community, and leave the people 
destitute. 
Only four opposition politicians came to visit the campaign site which 
was set up exactly where instructed, and this is an important point, but 
they did not go unnoticed by all who passed, including people from 
around the world. They were virtually ignored by the ruling junta. 
HORSES CAPTURED 

Finally, after having commenced the protest on Armistice Day, they 
received a weeks notice to leave and were evicted on Anzac Day, 
coincidentally or otherwise. They were evicted at around 10.00pm, Joe 
was arrested along with the three Trojan Horses and other equipment, 
which still remains in custody. One can reasonably expect that because 
there is an election in the wind, Paul Keating cannot risk having Trojan 
Horses on the lawn. During their stay on the lawn, they were visited by 
some 5000 loggers, many of whom were farmers, attempting to earn an 
off-farm income to keep the farm going. The loggers can tell their own 
story, but in brief, their short lived but solid stand was taken over by the 
union, who convinced them that ‘the government would look after 
them’. In short, they were conned. During April, with the loggers gone, 
the ‘lone fathers’ set up an embassy beside them on the lawn. In general 
terms, they were seeking equal treatment with ‘lone mothers’. The 
government dealt with the ‘lone fathers’ just as they had dealt with the 
‘loggers’ and to do so, pollies had to continually walk past the Trojan 
Horse stand, including John Howard and Senator Collins. The latter 
promised Joe Bryant an interview, but repeated attempts to establish an 
appointment time and place came to nothing. 5000 ‘loggers’ got the 
pollies attention but no reward, the small operators are now losing their 
livelihood, their homes will follow. The ‘lone fathers’ got numerous 
hearings and visits, and I understand, some dollars, but they too battle 
on. 





WHAT'S WORSE -IGNORED OR FOBBED ORF) 
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pollies? Especially as more than 80% of the many thousands of 
passers-by positively indicated their support. The explanation is simple. 
The issues in the log of eleven claims was not anywhere on the ruling 
junta’s or the opposition’s agenda, and it never would be if they had 
anything to do with it. The grave risk of talking to Joe Bryant and Co. 
would be to risk those issues getting into public debate. This would 
never do, as a proper debate would expose them all for the traitors they 
are. 
This had to be avoided at all cost, not only by the government, but by 
all the other parties and opposition. One can only guess at the reasons 
behind the fear that prevented all but four politicians talking to them. 
Casual though it may have been, a fear exists, so 
strong that it was far easier to arrest Joe Bryant than 
to talk. Is it the simple fear of Josing an overdraft, or 
some other financial opportunity, or is there 
something more sinister? Whatever it is, the media 
suffers from it also, almost to a man! 
Tf the campaigners claims had been outrageous then 
why not expose them for that, and put the campaign 
to an end, discredited as it should be as an outrageous 
claim? Obviously this is not the case, as it’s never 
been part of the League of Rights, or any other 
so-called right wing group. The whole Parliament did 
not want the log of claims on the official agenda, and 
soit became necessary to arrest people, and the Trojan 
Horses. 

NOT EQUAL UNDER THE LAW 


The saga does not end there. On the morning Joe 
Bryant appeared in Court, he attended the police 
station and tendered the 50 cents storage fee as required by the ordinance 
to get his property back, as set out in the ordinance - it was refused. The 
same offer was submitted to the Magistrate on not less than two 
occasions during the brief hearing, and was again refused. The 
ordinance says otherwise. 

The charges were: 

1) Camping on Commonwealth property without permission. 

2) Erecting a structure on unleased Commonwealth property. 

3) From ordinance..,(Trespass on Commonwealth property 1932). 
The matter is now set down for hearing on 4th September and the three 
Trojan Horses stay locked up, and out of sight, until then - the real 
motive? 

Much to the surprise of all concemed, a fourth Trojan Horse appeared 
out the front of the Parliament House around midday, immediately 
followed by a contingent of Federal Police who, somehow, had instantly 
got orders from the Speaker of the House that Trojan Horses were not 
allowed within the precinct of the Parliament, Not on the public roads, 
not in the normal protest area where they had on many previous 
occasions travelled and campaigned without official complaint. Now... 
special rules for special horses! Near panic had gripped the Parliament, 
certainly panic was reflected in the faces of the Federal Police. 
Someone’s jab, or promotion, must have been at risk. Why? 

HORSES “NO” - MUSIC “YES” 
While the driver of the low-loader carrying the Trojan Horse “Freedom” 
was getting instructions (he had to leave and never return), his rig was 
parked adjacent to another semi-trailer, the driver of which was not 
getting the same instruction. The other rig was with the music protest, 
sothat explains that - a matter of no importance. When Joe Bryantasked 
Federal Police Superintendent McDermott for his instructions in 
writing, the Superintendent refused, “That horse is not allowed within 
the precincts of Parliament, those are your orders. If you don’t obey 
them, we will arrest you and confiscate your equipment.” Couldn’t 
afford another horse in the brig? Again the Police changed the rules, 
forcing Joe to move off with his horse, rather than have it locked away 
out of sight, which was their ultimate objective. The campaigners had 


























to reconsider their position, now that the precincts of the Parliament 
were out of bounds for Trojan Horses as a result of the Speakers 
‘apparent’ decision. 

The protest area (the lawn), where it was still legal to set up a protest, 
should not be out of bounds. They decided to attempt to get back on 
the lawn, from where they were arrested and removed some days before. 
Firstly, they inquired from the responsible authority and a permit was 
not required, there was no restriction on the use of the area for protest 
or campaign - so on Tuesday, 9th May, the Trojan Horse again set off 
for Canberra, remarkably picking up a Police escort before reaching the 
destination. The plan was to stop outside the old Parliament House in 
front of the now “Heritage Site” of the Aboriginal 
Embassy (a rusty old sea container which has been there 
since 1991/92). Atthis point, the Police again laid down 
the special rules for special horses, “Keep away from 
the Parliament,” and away the Police went, or so Joe 
thought. Half an hour or so later, they put their plan into 
action to relocate the horse in the protest area in 
accordance with the law. 200 yards up the road, and 30 
yards before access onto the lawn, the Trojan Horse was 
again surrounded by Police cars and motor cycles, and 
brought to a halt on the roadway. 


PROTEST LAWN OR PLANTATION? 


After two hours of sometimes heated debate about the 
law, and the rights of people, the Police issued 
instructions that under the Motor Traffic Act, it was an 
offence to drive a motor vehicle onto a plantation, and 
if we did, we would be arrested and our equipment 
confiscated... so, the protest area was now considered 
a plantation in order to deny the protesters their right! The area they 
were talking about was the official protest area where by law, anybody 
is entitled to go, and where they had been directed to on previous 
occasions, Most of the Police left, leaving two police cars on duty to see 
that when the Trojan horse moved, it moved away out of the area, 

SPECIAL LAW FOR SPECIAL HORSES 

While Joe Bryant and the group considered their alternatives, they 
noticed a real horse and rider, and as the television crews had been in 
attendance all the time waiting for some further action, Joe walked up 
to enlist the support of the horseman, only to arrive while the horseman 
was receiving instructions not to ride on the lawn roof of the Parliament. 
If he wished to protest, as he did, he must go to the official protest area 
beyond the precincts which were clearly marked out - the very area that 
the Trojan Horse was currently being prevented from accessing. 
Special laws for special horses. After the television crews got some 
footage of the real horse with the steel horse, Joe and his crew decided 
to move on rather than to risk losing “Freedom” to the local horse pound, 
now filling up. 










MEDIA BLACKOUT 

Interestingly, television coverage on every station broadcasting in 
Canberra, gave extensive coverage to the incident on the nightly news, 
and a couple of the stations covered it around midday, but to our 
knowledge, nothing was shown anywhere else around Australia. Who 
controls the media? The Banks! What the unsuccessful attempt to 
exercise the right to protest in the area set aside for that purpose proved 
once again, is that Parliament is prepared to have the Federal Police act 
in an oppressive manner, and deny citizens their rights, and that the 
media is prepared to keep the lid on that denial, except in the local area 
where there would have been some questions asked had they not covered 
it, due to the local knowledge of the campaign, and the support that the 
‘Trojan Horse received during that moming and in the preceding months. 
There remains only one way to break the media blackout (which has 
increased during the campaign) and that is for citizens around Australia 
to increase their efforts in demanding daily coverage of the exploits of 
EFFie. Radio interviews with Joe Bryant prove most effective, but they 


won’t happen unless you “ask firmly”. ce 
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The scene: 
Parliament House, the Senate. High treason, in high places. 


Butros Paulius: Liberty! Freedom! Tyranny is dead! Run, proclaim 
it, the Queen is dead, the Constitution is dead, people and senators, don’t 
be frightened, don’t run away; stand still: the debt is paid, we are the 
Queen’s friends that have saved her worrying about the time of her 
death.
